News  of  the  Week 


Team  Valley  Estate 

A  year  ago  the  site  of  what  is  now  tlie  Team  Valley  factory 
estate  at  Gateshead-on-Tyne  had  only  just  been  surveyed  by 
North  Eastern  Trading  Estates,  Ltd.,  the  non-profit-making 
company  established  on  the  initiative  of  the  Commissioner  for 
Special  Areas  to  facilitate  the  industrial  recovery  of  the  North- 
East  Coast.  To-day  the  estate  has  twenty-two  works  actively 
engaged  in  various  industries,  and  thirty-four  other  factories 
are  in  progress  of  planning  or  construction.  The  estate  has  a 
total  area  of  700  acres,  and  a  twenty-year  plan  of  development 
has  been  prepared. 

The  industries  are  nearly  all  of  the  lighter  type  for  which  the 
estate  has  been  specially  planned — foodstuffs,  fibreboard  boxes, 
furniture,  clothing,  and  so  on.  Houghton  &  Hall,  Ltd.,  have 
a  works  for  making  glass  bottles;  Chemika,  Ltd.,  make  chemi- 
cal products  for  the  building  industry;  the  Celluware  Supply- 
Co.  make  cellulosed  products.  Other  industries  represented  in- 
clude bakelite  veneer  plywoods,  cycle  accessories,  general 
joinery,  photographic  developing  and  printing  (Photocrafts, 
Ltd.),  shopfitting,  and  the  reconditioning  of  electrical  plant. 

' '  A  factory  for  rent  only  ;  no  capital  outlay  ' '  is  the  chief 
attraction  which  the  Team  Valley  estate  offers  to  industry. 
Effort  is  made  to  suit  tenants'  requirements.  If  the  standard- 
ised type  of  works  is  unsuitable,  premises  are  built  to  specifi- 
cation. All  works  are  fully  equipped,  and  advantageous  rates 
are  quoted  for  gas,  electricity  and  water.  The  various  premises 
are  built  in  the  most  modern  style,  having  plenty  of  light  and 
air  ;  and  in  order  to  attract  small  industries  and  to  increase 
the  diversity  of  the  estate's  production  the  company  offers 
"  nursery"  factories  at  rents  as  low  as  £1  a  week.  An  addi- 
tional inducement  is  that  "Special  Area  preference"  on 
Government  contracts  is  enjoyed  Ijy  estate  tenants.  Within  a 
radius  of  forty  miles  of  Gateshead  there  is  a  population  of 
3,000,000  ;  within  the  ten-mile  radius  the  population  is 
1,250,000.  These  figures  are  cited  by  the  estate  company  to 
show  the  size  of  the  estate's  immediate  market. 

Inquests 

At  Burnlev,  on  October  2S,  a  "  Natural  causes  "  verdict 
was  given  at  an  inquest  on  the  body  of  Violet  Pullen,  Barnolds- 
wick.  Dr.  Wright,  hospital  house  surgeon,  said  the  woman 
had  taken  an  overdose  of  quinine  for  the  purpose  of  curing  a 
cold. 

At  Bournemouth,  recently,  the  death  of  Mr.  George  W. 
Hands,  M.P.S.,  for  many  years  branch  manager  to  a  Brighton 
pharmacist,  was  investigated.  Evidence  showed  that  Mr.  Hands 
died  from  a  self-inflicted  wound  ;  a  verdict  stating  that  the 
balance  of  his  mind  was  disturbed  at  the  time  was  returned. 

The  South  London  coroner  held  an  inquiry  recently  con- 
cerning the  death  of  Fretlerick  John  Pullen.  The  father  saitl 
that  after  the  child  returned  from  hospital  he  gave  him  a  tea- 
spoonful  of  a  preparation  of  magnesia  and  another  teaspoonful 


later.  The  Coroner :  That  is  ratlier  a  large  dose  for  a  child 
of  ten  months.  Witness :  It  was  the  recommended  dosage  for 
babies.  I  asked  a  chemist,  and  he  said  two  teaspoonfuls  over 
four  hours.  The  Coroner:  That  is  equivalent  to  a  pint  of 
Epsom  salts.  I  should  think  you  must  have  misunderstood 
tfre  verbal  instructions.  After  medical  evidence  had  been 
given  the  coroner,  recording  a  verdict  of  "  Death  from  natural 
causes,"  said  that  the  dose  given  was  more  than  a  child  of 
that  age  should  have  had.  "  While  I  am  not  prepared  to  say 
that  was  the  cause  of  death,"  he  went  on,  "  it  probably  accen- 
tuated the  condition  to  some  extent  from  which  it  died.  I  am 
not  prepared  to  say  it  was  anything  more  than  an  error  of 
judgment  on  the  part  of  the  parents." 

Birmingham 

The  annual  report  of  the  Birmingham  city  analyst  for  the 
year  1936  states  that  during  the  period  6,491  samples  were 
submitted  for  analysis,  of  which  5,472  were  taken  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act.  Of  these  latter  samples, 
224  (4.0  per  cent.)  were  found  to  be  adulterated.  The  pro- 
portion of  adulterated  samples  in  England  and  Walies  during 
1935  was  5.5  per  cent.  Detailed  accounts  of  the  principal 
items  of  interest  to  pharmacists  have  been  given  in  previous 
issues  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  on  the  appearance  of 
the  same  analyst's  quarterly  reports. 

Bromley 

The  eighteenth  annual  dinner  and  dance  of  the. West  Kent 
Chemists'  Association  and  Branch  was  held  at  the  Royal  Bell 
Hotel,  Bromley,  on  November  3.  Mr.  D.  A.  Rees,  Ph.C.  (vice- 
president)  proposed  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain."  Mr.  Rees  alluded  to  the  joint  committee  of  the 
Council  and  members  to  consider  conditions  under  which  phar- 
macy was  practised.  Mr.  H.  M.  Hirst,  in  reply,  said  it  was 
the  first  time  he  had  ever  been  in  Kent.  On  the  other  hand, 
several  members  of  the  West  Kent  Chemists'  Association  had 
never  been  to  Scarborough.  He  was  down  there  at  the  request 
of  his  old  friend  Mr.  Pring.  He  was  gratified  at  the  way  the 
Association  supported  the  Benevolent  Fund  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society.  "  I  can  assure  you  we  want  every  penny.  We 
could  do  with  another  ;^8oo  a  year  to  help  us  over  our  diffi- 
culties," said  Mr.  Hirst.  Mr.  F.  W.  Adams  (assistant  secre- 
tarv.  Pharmaceutical  Society)  also  responded.  Sir  Edward 
Campbell,  M.P.,  submitting' the  toast  of  "The  West  Kent 
Chemists'  Association,"  said  he  had  been  on  the  London  County 
Council,  he  became  a  member  of  the  London  Insurance  Com- 
mittee, and  was  made  cliair- 
man  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee.  During  the 
three  years  he  was  there  he 
got  a  high  opinion  of 
chemists.  One  of  the  most 
important    things    was  to 
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keep  up  the  prestige  of  the  profession,  which  was  a  strenuous 
one.     ihe  president,  Mr.  E.  G.  Price,  replied. 

Among  ethers  present  were  Mr.  J.  E.  French  (secretary,  Kent 
Pharmaceutical  Committee),  Mr.  A.  Allan  Bone,  Chistlehurst.  and 
Mr  C.  R.  Stanyon,  Beckenham  (treasurer).  The  menu  was  in  Latin, 
and  this  evoked  amusing  comments. 

Coulsdon 

The  silver  jubilee  dinner  of  the  Reigate,  Redhill  and 
District  Pharmacists'  Association  and  Branch  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  was  held  at  the  Red  Lion  Hotel,  Coulsdon, 
on  October  27.  Mr.  F.  G.  Lewis  (president),  was  in  tlie  chair 
and  among  the  guests  were  the  Mayor  and  Mayoress  of 
Reigate  ;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  N.  Linstead  ;  Dr.  T.  H. "Bingham 
(medical  officer  of  health,  Reigate);  and  the  presidents  of  the 
neighbouring  Pharmaceutical  Associations.  The  president, 
rising  to  propose  the  toast  of  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society," 
spoke  of  the  work  of  the  Society  and  passed  on  to  review  the 
activities  of  the  local  Association  during  its  twenty-five  years 
of  existence.  He  drew  attention  to  the  presence  of  two  of 
the  founder  members  (Mr.  H.  Hocken  and  Mr.  W.  H.  Fowler). 
Responding  for  the  visitors,  Lieutenant-Colonel  IDudley  Lewis^ 
D.S.O.,  M.C.  (Mayor  of  Reigate),  said  that  the  cure  of  a 
disease  often  began  when  they  saw  a  prescription  written, 
rapidly  progressed  with  the  arrival  of  the  medicine  and  was 
often  complete  when  it  was  tasted.  He  stressed  the  work  of 
the  pharmacist  in  regard  to  the  national  physical  fitness 
campaign,  but  he  confessed  that  he  had  presided  at  a  recent 
meeting  over  the  platform  of  which  appeared  the  slogan 
"  Drink  more  milk  and  less  medicine."  Mrs.  H.  N.  Linstead 
replied  for  the  ladies.  The  president  asked  Mr.  Linstead  to 
accept  on  behalf  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  a  grant  of  ten 
guineas  from  the  surplus  funds  collected  over  the  past  years. 
Mr.  Linstead  thanks  the  Association,  and  suggested  that  its 
example  might  be  copied. 

Coventry 

The  first  of  a  series  of  lectures  arranged  by  the  Coventry 
Branch  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  took  place  on 
October  26,  when  Mr.  G.  Pinchbeck,  Ph.C.  (Wyleys,  Ltd.), 
delivered  an  address  on  "  Atmospheric  Pollution  in  Respira- 
tory Poisoning."  Mr.  Pinchbeck  said  that  under  the  term 
"atmospheric  pollution"  he  included  industrial  dusts  and 
fumes  as  well  as  soot.  The  hazards  due  to  any  dusty  occupa- 
tion depended  upon  the  number  of  particles  of  dust  present 
in  the  atmosphere  at  tlie  breathing  zone  ;  the  size  of  the 
particles,  their  composition  and  the  period  of  exposure. 
Although  the  bronchioles  were  about  500  microns  in  diameter, 
medical  evidence  had  shown  that  it  was  rare  to  find  particles 
larger  than  10  microns  in  the  alveoli  of  the  air  cells.  The 
more  important  animal,  vegetable  and  mineral  dusts  and  their 
effects  on  the  respiratory  tract  were  described.  The  lecturer 
stated  that  light  intensity  was  a  valuable  factor  in  deter- 
mining the  amount  of  smoke  pollution.  Results  demonstrated 
that  there  was  a  striking  relation  between  the  soot  deposited 
and  the  amount  of  ultra-violet  light  received.  Statistical 
evidence  showed  a  close  analogy  between  the  death  rate  and 
the  atmospheric  conditions  ;  the  number  of  deaths  from  pul- 
monary and  cardiac  disease  was  known  to  increase  according 
to  the  intensity  and  duration  of  smoke  fogs.  Specimens  of 
minerals  whicih,  during  grinding,  produced  dusts  causing 
damage  to  the  respiratory  organs  and  modern  dust  and  fume 
masks  were  shown.  Mr.  W.  A.  Bales  presided.  A  vote  of 
t3ianks  was  proposed  by  Mr.  G.  R.  Williamson. 

London 

The  president  (Mr.  F.  B.  Royal)  took  the  chair  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square 
on  October  19  and  gave  his  presidential  address  on  "  The 
Evolution  of  the  Hospital."  Mr.  Royal  outlined  the  beginnings 
of  the  hospital  with  the  Greeks  and  the  Romans  and  its  later 
development  by  the  churches  and  monasteries.  He  also  dealt 
with  the  "  bead  houses  " — an  early  equivalent  of  present-day 
clinics.  After  the  destruction  of  the  monasteries  by  King 
Henry  VHI,  few  hospitals  existed,  said  the  lecturer,  until  the 
formation  of  the  "  Royal  "  hospitals,  such  as  St.  Bartholo- 
mew's. Mr.  Royal  gave  a  brief  history  of  various  well-known 
hospitals,  and  described  the  rise  of  hospitals  supported  by  local 
authorities,  mentioning  the  opposition  which  they  at  first  re- 
ceived. The  address  was  illustrated  by  lantern  slides.  Mr. 
J.  Moore  conveyed  the  meeting's  appreciation. 


The  opening  meeting  of  the  winter  session  of  the  South-East 
London  Chemists'  Association  was  held  on  October  19  Mr 
W.  C.  Spooner  in  the  chair.  Dr.  W.  H.  Linnell  gave  a  lantern 
lecture  on  "  Production  of  New  Synthetic  Drugs,"  which  was 
an  outline  of  the  basic  considerations  involved  in  the  search  for 
new  remedial  agents.  Dr.  Linnell  illustrated  the  groupings  in 
the  molecules  of  adrenaline,  cocaine  and  the  opium  alkaloids, 
and  how  different  products  were  formed  by  substitution  and  re- 
arrangement of  these  groups.  Many  ot  the  synthetic  prepara- 
tions derived  therefrom  were  dealt  with,  advantages  and  dis- 
advantages being  pointed  out.  Dr.  Linnell  made  an  appeal  to 
the  younger  pharmacists  to  try  for  the  higher  qualification, 
enumerating  the  greater  opportunities  which  would  occur  in 
the  near  future.  Several  members  participated  in  the  subse- 
quent discussion.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  moved  by  Mr.  W.  C. 
Spooner. 

The  speaker  on  "Physical  Fitness"  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Wimbledon  and  District  Pharmacists'  Association  and  branches 
was  Mr.  W.  W.  Wakefield,  M.P.,  M.P.S.  Mr.  C.  R.  Pretty 
(president)  took  the  chair.  Mr.  Wakefield  felt  that  the  nation 
was  experiencing  a  fresh  renaissance  which  would  be  as  far- 
reaching  in  its  efiects  as  that  of  the  early  Tudor  days.  It  was 
that  of  keeping  the  body  physically  fit.  Nowadays  a  person 
would  be  ashamed  of  not  being  able  to  read  or  write.  People 
ought  to  be  equally  ashamed  not  to  be  informed  of  the  rudi- 
ments of  physical  fitness.  He  outlined  the  Government's  pro- 
posal, upon  which  the  National  Advisory  Council  (of  which 
he  is  a  member)  were  engaged,  and  said  he  had  heard  it  stated 
that  the  Government  were  taking  the  first  steps  towards  the 
regimentation  of  the  people.  There  was  not  the  shghtest  foun- 
dation for  such  a  statement.  Whatever  had  to  be  done  would 
be  done  by  local  authorities  and  voluntary  societies,  not  by 
officials. 

A  demonstration  of  the  properties  of  Dreft,  a  new  soapless 
washing  powder,  and  of  Drene  liquid  soapless  shampoo,  was 
staged  by  the  makers,  Thomas  Hedley  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Newcastle, 
at  Claridge's  Hotel,  London,  on  November  4.  The  tests  were 
designed  to  show  the  superiority  of  both  products  over  soap 
or  soap-shampoos.  In  the  first,  equal  quantities  of  Dreft  and 
soap  flakes  were  put  into  cylinders  of  cold,  hard  water,  which 
were  then  agitated,  the  soap  flakes  forming  practically  no 
lather,  the  Dreft  lathering  instantly  and  luxuriantly.  Glass- 
ware was  washed  in  Dreft  and  in  ordinary  fine  soap  flakes,  the 
former  drying  clear  without  polishing,  the  latter  remaining 
dull  and  smeary  even  after  rinsing.  Material  which  has  been 
washed  twenty  times  in  Dreft  was  exhibited  side  by  side  with 
material  which  had  been  washed  as  many  times  in  soap  flakes. 
The  clear  colours,  sheen  and  soft  texture  of  the  Dreft-washed 
material  were  apparent.  A  further  test  showed  that  Drene 
was  neither  acid  nor  alkaline.  Switches  of  Drene-washed  hair 
were  shown  and  contrasted  with  others  washed  in  soap 
shampoos,  and  micro-slides  of  hair  demonstrating  the  pro- 
perties of  Drene  were  also  shown. 

Manchester 

The  Manchester,  Salford  and  District  Junior  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  held  a  whist  drive  at  the  Deansgate 
Cinema  Restaurant  on  October  28.  After  refreshments,  Mr. 
E.  Barker  called  upon  Mr.  Cleworth  to  present  prizes  to  the 
following: — Ladies,  i,  Mrs.  Maskell ;  2,  Miss  Manson  ;  3,  Miss 
Hyman.  Gentlemen,  i,  Mr.  L.  E.  Webb;  2,  Mr.  Lloyd; 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Edwards 
to  the  donors  of  the  prizes  (T.  J.  Smith  &  Nephew,  Ltd.;  Mr. 
Burlinson  ;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harding)  and  to  Mr.  Cleworth  for 
presenting  them. 

Nottingham 

Mr.  F.  Wilson  Moulds  presided  over  a  meeting  of  the  Not- 
tingham and  District  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at 
Marsden's  Caf6  on  November  3,  when  the  speaker  was  Mr. 
R.  R.  Bennett,  B.Sc,  and  the  subject  "The  B.P.  Adden- 
dum." Mr.  Bennett  dealt  with  practically  the  whole  of  the 
additions  and  had  something  interesting  to  say  about  each 
of  them.  He  stated  that  an  article  was  sometimes  kept  out 
of  the  B.P.  for  some  time  on  account  of  patent  rights,  and  that 
the  proprietors  of  the  word  "  insulin  "  allowed  it  to  be  manu- 
factured in  this  country  without  payment  of  any  royalty 
in  contrast  to  many  other  proprietors  of  such  rights.  Mr. 
Bennett  thought  it  strange  that  though  British  chemists  did 
as  much  research  work  as  any,  they  so  often  allowed  foreigners 
to  "  get  away  "  with  the  patent  rights.    In  future  the  B.P. 
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would  be  published  every  ten  years,  with  one  or  possibly  two 
addenda.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  proposed  by  Mr.  H.  O.  Meek, 
and  seconded  by  Mr.  G.  E.  Trease. 

Sheffield 

As  Master  Cutler  for  the  year,  Colonel  F.  A.  Neill,  D.S.O., 
T.D.  (managing  director,  James  Neill  &  Co.  (Sheffield),  Ltd.), 
was  host  at  the  Cutlers'  Feast.  On  the  following  morning, 
guests  visited  the  works  of  Colonel  Neili's  company  and  were 
afterwards  entertained  to  lunch.  On  arrival  at  the  works,  and 
after  shaking  hands  with  the  Master  Cutler,  delegates  were 
made  up  into  parties  of  ten  or  a  dozen  and  put  m  charge  of 
a  member  of  the  staff.  Every  machine  carried  a  printed  card 
explaining  its  purpose,  so  that  even  those  members  of  rhe 
parties  who  were  unable  to  hear  everytliing  said  by  the  con- 
ductor were  still  able  to  understand  what  they  were  seeing. 
At  the  entrance  of  each  department  was  placed  a  display 
showing  the  result  of  the  various  operations  conducted  in  that 
department.  At  the  end  of  the  tour  each  visitor  was  pre- 
sented with  a  safety  razor  and  booklet  as  souvenir. 

The  departments  visited  included  the  foundry,  where  the 
ingots  are  "  teemed  "  from  white-hot  crucibles,  the  hacksaw 
department,  the  razor-blade  department,  with  its  laboratory 
in  which  the  evenness  of  the  blade-edges  is  tested  by  magnified 
optical  projection,  and  the  department  in  which  Eclipse  non- 
electric magnetic  chucks  were  being  made.

Southport 

The  annual  Benevolent  Fund  dinner  of  the  Southport  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  at  the  Royal  Hotel, 
Promenade,  on  October  19,  the  president  (Mr.  L.  G.  Meachim) 
in  the  chair.  The  president,  in  proposing  "  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,"  said  that  during  the  past  year  he  had  been 
brought  more  into  contact  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  its  work  than  ever  before,  not  only  in  his  capacity  as 
president  of  the  Southport  Branch,  but  also  as  the  result  of 
the  Liverpool  Conference.

Irish  Notes 

Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations 

The  Dangerous  Drugs  (Medicinal  Opium,  Tincture  of  Indian 
Hemp,  Morphine,  Cocaine,  etc.)  Regulations,  1937,  of  the  Irish 
Free  State  have  been  amended  by  similarly  entitled  Regula- 
tions (S.R.  &  O.;  1937.  No.  257)  prescribing  fresh  conditions 
in  retpect  of  (a)  methylmorphine  and  ethylmorphine,  and 
(b)  the  possession  of  tincture  of  opium  by  farmers  and  stock- 
owners.  The  Regulations  may  be  purchased  (price  2d.)  at 
5  Nassau  Street,  Dublin,  C.2. 

Ulster  Chemists'  Association 

The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  held 
at  73  University  Street,  Belfast,  on  November  2,  Mr.  A.  Steede 
(president)  in  the  chair.  Apologies  for  non-attendance  were 
received  from  Mr.  W.  J.  Rankin  and  Mr.  Wellwood. 

Replying  to  a  letter  from  the  association,  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Northern  Ireland  wrote  that,  owing  to  the  expense 
involved,  a  notification  of  changes  or  additions  affecting  the 
Poisons  or  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts  could  not  be  sent  out  to 
each  licensed  chemist,  and  that  such  changes  or  additions 
were  published  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  and  the 
"  Gazette  "  for  the  information  of  all  concerned.  It  was  the 
opinion  of  the  Committee  that  this  method  of  publication  was 
unsatisfactory,  involving,  as  it  did,  the  necessity  for  each 
licensed  chemist  to  procure  each  issue  of  the  publications 
mentioned  in  order  to  ascertain  what  changes,  if  any,  had  been 
made.  Messrs.  Koray  wrote  intimating  that  they  were  quite 
prepared  to  co-operate  with  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  in  the  extension  of  the  Chemists'  Friends  scheme  to 
cover  the  sale  of  their  products  in  Northern  Ireland.  The 
secretary  of  the  P. S.N. I.  forwarded  a  copy  of  a  letter  received 
from  the  Belfast  Bottle  Exchange  relative  to  using  mineral 
water  bottles  as  containers  for  deleterious  fluids.  It  was  decided 
to  write  to  the  Bottle  Exchange  informing  them  that  the 
attention  of  members  would  be  drawn  to  the  matter. 

The  secretary  reported  that  of  the  eight  retiring  members  of 
Committee  the  following  five  had  notified  their  intention  to 
seek  re-election:  Messrs.  James  Dundee,  R.  C.  Jeffers,  John 
McDowell,  John  McGregor,  and  H.  Todd  ;  and  that  Mr.  A. 
Wilson,  Albertbridge  Road,  Belfast,  had  been  duly  nominated 
in  accordance  with  Rule  6.

Scottish  Notes 

General  Council  of  Panel  Chemists  (Scotland) 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  General  Council  of  Panel  Chemists 
(Scotland),  held  at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  October  27, 
there  was  submitted  a  report  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing 
Committee  (Scotland)  of  correspondence  and  interviews  with 
the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland  with  regard  to  approved 
terms  for  National  Health  Insurance  Service.  The  recom- 
mendation of  the  Standing  Committee  was  as  follows :  — 

"  After  a  full  consideration  of  all  the  circumstances,  the 
Standing    Committee    agreed    to    recommend    that  Panel 
Chemists  should  accept  the  proposals  made  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  in  their  letters  of  July   27,    1937,  and 
October  11,  1937,  namely,  that,  without  prejudice,  the  terms 
of  service  for  1938  be  on  the  conditions  at  present  existing 
on  the  understanding  that  the  Department  will  discuss  with 
the  Standing  Committee  outstanding  points  and  give  most 
careful  consideration  to  any  further  statistical  or  other  in- 
formation which  the  committee  may  submit  in  support  of  the 
claim  for  increased  remuneration,  and  that  the  Department 
arrange  for  a  joint  investigation  of  the  additional  work  and 
responsibilities  devolving  upon  chemists  subsequent  to  the 
1919  agreement,  with  a  view  to  an  equitable  settlement." 
After  a  full  discussion  the  recommendation  of  the  Standing 
Committee  was  unanimously  approved  by  the  General  Council. 
It  was  further  agreed  that  in  intimating  this  decision  to  the 
Department  of  Health  it  should  be  stated  that,  though  keenly 
dissatisfied  with  the  present  inadequate  terms  and  disappointed 
by  the  delay,  panel  chemists  were  influenced  by  their  reluctance 
to  dislocate  an  important  public  health  service,  and  wished  it 
to  be  understood  that  steps  would  be  taken  immediately  to 
make  arrangements  for  the  promised  joint  investigation.  This 
decision  having  been  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Health, 
a  reply  has  been  received,  accepting  the  agreement  that  terms 
of  service  for  1938  will  be  on  the  existing  conditions  and  that 
the  Department  agree  to  proceed  immediately  to  arrange  for 
the  joint  investigation  referred  to  in  the  Standing  Committee's 
recommendation.

Topical  Reflections 

By  Xrayser 


Although 

there  is  no  likelihood  of  the  introduction  of  a  Pharmacy 
Bill  for  several  years,  it  is  not  too  early  to  begin  to  think  about 
it,  as  you  point  out  on  p.  541  ;  in  fact,  the  Council  was 
"  instructed  "  by  the  branch  representatives  at  the  Liverpool 
Conference  to  get  on  with  such  a  task.  The  new  special 
committee  should,  I  consider,  make  this  one  of  its  first  duties. 
I  hope  to  hear  at  the  Edinburgh  Conference  that  some  progress 
has  been  made  with  it.  The  limitation  of  pharmacies,  in  the 
minds  of  many,  seems  to  suggest  itself  to  those  who  think  tha,t 
pharmacy  in  this  country  can  be  regulated  according  to  Conti- 
nental methods.  Such  an  idea  is  foreign  to  most  of  us  in  this 
country  who  believe  that  restriction,  generally,  acts  as  a 
deterrent  to  progress.  Restriction  would  bring  in  its  train 
many  evils  which  at  long  last  might  injure  pharmacy  as  a 
profession  or  semi-profession.  The  abolition  of  dispensing  by 
doctors,  if  it  were  ever  possible  to  carry  this  out — and  to  make 
it  watertight — would  surely  imply  that  chemists  would  have 
to  stop  counter  prescribing.  I  have  always  held  that  much  of 
the  doctors'  dispensing  is  not  worth  doine  ;  at  most  it  would 
not  be  paid  for  at  more  than  the  current  N.H.I,  rates  ;  unless, 
therefore,  the  dispensing  fees  were  raised  considerably  and  the 
chemists'  bills  paid  in  full,  chemists  would  be  far  better 
employed  in  selling  side-lines.  As  to  restricting  the  sale  of 
official  drugs  and  preparations  to  chemists,  this  is  practically 


impossible  ;  the  cost  of  the  machinery  for  carrying  out  such  a 
policy  would  probably  have  to  be  borne  by  the  trade  and 
would  mean  hordes  of  officials  and  higher  registration  fees. 

The  November  Meeting 

of  the  Council  of  the  Phannaceutical 
Society  was  noteworthy  because  N.H.I,  matters  figured  so 
largely  in  the  discussions  (p.  545).  A  standing  committee  had 
already  been  set  up  representing  the  Society  and  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union.  The  committee  appears  to  have  been 
formed  in  an  advisory  capacity,  reporting  back  to  the  Council 
and  the  Executive  of  the  respective  bodies.  This  standing 
committee  does  not  seem  to  satisfy  the  member  of  Council 
who  proposed  the  motion  last  month  and  brought  it  up  again 
this  month,  eventually  securing  its  jjassing.  He  complains 
that  the  standing  committee  has  no  "  cutting  edge  "  and  is 
not  sufficiently  strong  to  take  drastic  action.  Just  what  drastic 
action  is  likely  to  be  taken  he  does  not  say,  but  I  should 
imagine  none  could  be  taken  without  the  advice  and  guidance 
of  the  standing  committee.  What  is  behind  all  this  new-found 
zeal  for  getting  the  Council  to  intervene  in  N.H.I,  matters? 
I  see  no  mention,  in  the  report  of  the  Council  meeting,  of  the 
Jenkin  case  and  its  implications.  I  hope  the  N.P.U.  will  keep 
its  end  up  in  all  joint  meetings.

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Legal  Reports 

Injunction. — In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court, 
London,  on  November  5,  Mr.  Justice  Grossman  had  before  him, 
a  motion  by  the  Australian  Essential  Oils,  Ltd.,  Pitt  Street, 
Sydney,  who  sought  an  injunction  to  restrain  Australian  Soaps, 
Ltd.,  Alexandria,  Sydney,  from  marketing,  offering  for  sale, 
selling,  or  dealing  with  soap,  shaving  cream  and  dental  cream, 
not  being  the  plaintiffs'  goods,  under  the  trade  mark  "  Ti- 
Trol  "  or  any  mark  so  nearly  resembling  it  as  to  be  calculated 
to  deceive  and  generally  infringing  the  plaintiffs'  trade  mark. 
Mr.  G.  Aldous  stated  that  it  had  been  decided  by  consent  to 
treat  the  motion  as  the  trial  of  the  action.  There  would  be  a 
perpetual  injunction  against  the  defendants,  who  would  pay 
the  plaintiffs'  costs  of  the  action.  The  plaintiffs  would  waive 
any  claim  for  damages  or  delivery. 

Lemon  Syrup. — At  Wolverhampton  Police  Court,  on 
November  10,  Martyns  Stores,  Ltd.,  70  Vauxhall  Bridge  Road, 
London,  S.W.i,  were  summoned  for  having  sold  lemon  syrup 
deficient  in  lemon  juice.  Mr.  S.  M.  Gore  prosecuted  for  the 
Wolverhampton  Corporation,  and  Mr.  Ronald  L.  Parry, 
barrister,  defended.  Mr.  Parry  submitted  at  the  outset  that 
there  was  no  case  to  proceed  with.  He  based  this  assertion 
on  the  analyst's  certificate  which  would  be  submitted  as 
evidence.  This  certificate,  after  giving  the  detailed  analysis, 
contained  a  statement  that  only  a  negligible  amount  of  the 
natural  juice  of  the  lemon  was  included,  and  gave  an  opinion 
that  lemon  syrup  should  contain  a  greater  quantity  of  this. 
Apart  from  this  opinion,  no  standard  was  set  up.  Therefore 
they  were  not  accused  of  failing  to  conform  with  any  standard. 
He  quoted  previous  cases  to  support  his  argument  that  an 
analyst's  certificate  must  always  be  accompanied  by  a  stan- 
dard. These  cases  were  in  connexion  with  substances  other 
than  lemon  syrup.  There  was  absolutely  no  case  on  record 
concerning  lemon  syrup.  Mr.  Gore:  We  maintain  that  a  stan- 
dard could  be  set  up  by  this  Court.  Mr.  Parry  said  that 
without  a  standard  they  were,  in  effect,  accused  of  nothing 
positive  at  all.  The  lemon  syrup  which  formed  the  subject  of 
the  case  actually  contained  quite  a  large  quantity  of  oil  from 
the  peel  of  the  lemon,  as  the  analysis  showed.  This  was  twice 
the  amount  cited  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  and  the  Codex. 
Mf.  Gore  said  Mr.  Parry's  allegation  was  that  the  analyst's 
certificate  complained  of  nothing.  When  the  stipendiary 
magistrate  said  there  would  be  an  adjournment  to  enable  him 
to  consider  the  authorities,  Mr.  Parry  asked  for  a  date  con- 
venient to  witnesses,  and  November  26  was  decided  upon. 

Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933. — At  Barnet  Police 
Court,  on  November  3,  Thomas  Walsh,  hairdresser.  High 
Street,  Potters  Bar,  was  summoned  by  the  Middlesex  County 
Council  for  selling  Inecto  hair  dye  at  his  shop,  which  was 
not  registered  for  the  sale  of  poisons  ;  for  selling  poison  in  a 
bottle  not  fluted  ;  and  for  selling  a  poison  in  a  container  not 
duly  labelled.  Walsh  pleaded  "  Guilty  "  to  all  the  summonses. 
Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson  prosecuted  for  the  Middlesex  County  Coun- 
cil. Walsh  told  the  Court  he  bought  the  hair  dye  in  1931,  and  he 
had  no  knowledge  of  the  regulations.  He  was  fined  £1  for 
selling  poison  from  unregistered  premises  ;  £1  for  not  labelling 
the  container  ;  and  los.  for  not  using  a  fluted  container.  He 
was  also  ordered  to  pay  los.  6d.  costs. 

At  Nottingham,  on  November  5,  Mr.  G.  F.  Dodson,  chemist 
and  druggist,  was  ordered  to  pay  42s.  costs,  no  conviction 
being  recorded,  on  a  charge  of  having  supplied  strychnine 
otherwise  than  as  an  ingredient  in  a  medicine. 

At  Hunstanton,  on  November  8,  Lambert  &  Sons,  a  firm 
with  two  shops  in  Snettisham  and  two  others  in  Hunstan- 
ton, were  prosecuted  for  selling  poison  from  unregistered 
premises  and  for  not  labelling  a  container  with  their  name  and 
address.  Mr.  J.  E.  A.  Lambert,  a  partner,  admitted  the 
off^ences.  Mr.  J-  H.  Morgan,  assistant  solicitor  to  the  Norfolk 
County  Council,  explained  that  there  was  an  arrangement  be- 
tween the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  Council  whereby  the 
Society's  inspector  made  inspections  for  the  Council  at  the 
premises  of  those  who  were  permitted  to  sell  poisons  in  Part  II 
of  the  Poisons  List.  When  Mr.  Cyril  Morgan,  the  inspector, 
was  called  to  erive  evidence,  the  clerk  to  the  magistrates  asked 
if  a  minute  had  been  passed  by  the  County  Council  authoris- 
ing him  to  make  inspections  on  their  behalf.  Mr.  Thomas  said 
there  was  such  a  minute  in  existence,  but  he  could  not  give  the 
date  of  it.    The  cases  were  dismissed  on  payment  of  costs.

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Presentation  to  Dr  J.  F.  Tocher 


Dr.  J.  F.  Tocher 


ON  November  5,  at  Robert  Gordon's  Colleges,  Aberdeen, 
a  presentation  was  made  in  recognition  ot  Dr.  J.  F. 
Tocher's  services  to  science  and  agricultural  educa- 
tion, and  of  the  valuable  eugenic  surveys  in  which  he  had 
taken  part.  Two  portraits  in  oils  were  presented  ;  Dr.  Tocher 
has  given  one  to  the  Rowett  Research  Institute  and  the  other 
to  Peterhead  Art  Gallery  and  Museum.  The  Prime  Minister, 
in  sending  congratulations  and  good  wishes,  referred  to  Dr. 
Tocher's  many  activities,  especially  those  connected  with  public 
health  and  antiquities.  The  Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland 
sent  a  similar  message. 

Speech  by  Lord  Forbes 

Lord  Forbes,  in  presenting  the  portraits,  said  that  the  500 

subscribers  were  drawn  from  all 
classes  throughout  the  country 
and  from  the  Dominions.  They 
were  glad  to  do  honour  to  one 
who  was  a  son  of  Aberdeen- 
shire, who  had  attained  to  high 
eminence  in  his  profession  and 
beyond  it,  and  who  had  spent 
most  of  his  life  in  the  district 
where  he  was  born.  Dr.  Tocher 
contrived  to  be  born  in  Fyvie 
in  the  same  parish  and  in  the 
same  year  as  the  present  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury.  "  Per- 
haps," commented  Lord  Forbes, 
"  I  ought  to  say  that  it  was 
his  Grace  who  did  something 
remarkable  in  being  born  in  the 
same  year  as  Dr.  Tocher." 
(Laughter.) 

Dr.  Tocher  for  a  career  chose 
the  profession  of  pharmacy. 
How  he  came  to  pass  the  neces- 
sary examinations.  Lord  Forbes  did  not  know.  They  could 
imagine  Dr.  Tocher  setting  examinations  but  not  sitting  for 
them.  Somehow  he  managed  to  bring  his  intelligence  down 
to  the  level  of  the  examiners  and  got  through.  (Laughter.) 
At  a  time  when  most  men  were  satisfied  to  rest  on  their 
laurels  Dr.  Tocher  graduated  in  science  at  Aberdeen,  but 
before  that  he  went  to  practice  pharmacy  in  Peterhead. 
"  Intellectually  he  has  no  limits.  He  can  discourse  with  equal 
authority  and  facility  upon  Burns  and  eugenics,  stone  circles 
and  the  proportion  of  solids-not-fat  in  respectable  milk, 
Einstein's  theory  of  relativity,  Scottish  history,  Omar 
Khayyam  and  mountaineering.  He  has  a  Gladstonian 
catholicity  of  tastes.  Our  friend's  life  has  been  an  example 
to  us  all  " 

In  a  reference  to  Dr.  Tocher's  achievements  in  anthropology. 
Lord  Forbes  said  that  Dr.  Tocher  had  included  over  500,000 
school  children  and  10.000  adults  in  his  surveys.  Dr.  Tocher 
had  anticipated  the  action  now  being  taken  by  the  Govern- 
ment for  improving  the  physique  of  our  nation  when  he  drew 
attention  to  the  need  for  a  national  eugenic  survey  in  a  mono- 
graph. In  that  work  he  had  become  associated  with  Sir 
Francis  Galton,  the  founder  of  eugenics.  Lord  Forbes  paid 
tribute  to  Dr.  Tocher  for  his  work  at  Aberdeen  University, 
Robert  Gordon's  Colleges,  the  Rowett  Institute  and  the 
Macaulay  Institute  for  Soil  Research,  and  mentioned  that  Dr. 
Tocher  was  a  member  of  the  Consultative  Council  for  Medical 
and  Health  Services  to  the  Department  of  Health  and  had 
served  on  numerous  inter-departmental  committees.  In  con- 
clusion Lord  Forbes  said:  "  Science  chanees  many  things  and 
itself  most  of  all.  The  sound  stuff  of  character  that  men  appre- 
ciate does  not  change,  and  that  character  our  good  friend  Dr. 
Tocher  has  in  more  generous  measure  than  most  men.  He 
sees  the  humour  of  life  as  v\ell  as  its  serious  side.  He  has.  as 
we  say  in  Scotland,  bettered  himself  by  his  own  ability  and 
efforts.  He  has  also  bettered  his  friends  by  his  companion- 
ship and  example." 

Dr.  Tocher's  Reply 
Dr.  Tocher,  in  returning  thanks  for  the  gifts,  said  that, 
speaking  from  the  experience  of  more  years  than  he  cared  to 
mention,  he  had  noted  that  the  mode  of  administering  the  law 


was  often  as  important  as,  or  even  more  important  than,  the 
actual  provisions  embodied  in  an  Act  of  Pailiament.  Uni- 
formity in  administration  was  a  necessary  reform,  particularly 
in  connexion  with  food  and  drug  problems,  with  disease  and 
with  transport,  just  as  uniformity  was  necessary  in  matters 
relating  to  the  defence  of  the  realm.  With  regard  to  legisla- 
tion in  contrast  to  administration,  he  had  long  been  interested 
in  race  eificiency.  The  improvement  of  national  physique  had 
been  made  by  a  recent  Act  a  local  authority  matter.  They 
should  all  support  this  national  plan  ;  they  had  to  keep  in 
mind  what  was  happening  on  the  Continent.  Would  humanity 
save  itself  and,  by  trial  and  error,  take  the  right  course? 
The  tumult  of  the  present  generation  would  become  but  an 
incident  in  the  saga  of  the  human  race.  "  Sae  mony  days, 
sae  mony  nichts,  we  keep  the  cruse  burnin'."  But  surely 
the  present  generation  of  the  homeland  would  be  remembered 
in  the  far  future  as  having  the  panoply  of  -war  to  guide  the 
warlike  nations  on  the  plains  of  peace.  "  May  you  all  join 
with  me  in  looking  forward  with  hope  to  a  brighter  future 
under  the  guidance  of  our  leaders,  and,  above  all,  made  certain 
by  the  intelligence  and  sound  commonsense  of  the  common 
man." 

Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill  (Edinburgh),  proposing  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  the  artist,  Mr.  A.  Christie,  said  that,  in  the  portrait, 
they  were  looking  upon  the  speaking  likeness  of  a  wonderful 
and  brilliant  personality,  whom  he  had  counted  among  his 
friends  for  more  than  fifty  years.  He  said  without  hesitation 
that  Dr.  Tocher  was  the  most  distinguished  man  on  the  roll  of 
British  pharmacy  to-day. 


Urine-Sugar  Estimation 

A  rapid  and  simple  test  for  determining  the  amount  of  sugar 
in  urine  described  by  Sheftel  ("  Medical  Record,"  Vol.  145,  8, 
p.  324)  involves  the  same  copper  reduction  principle  as  in  the 
Benedict  test,  but  the  end-point  is  somewhat  different.  By  the 
addition  of  creatinine  and  gum  acacia  to  the  alkaline  copper 
solution  the  copper  oxide  precipitate  is  formed  as  a  fine  sus- 
pension having  a  yellow  instead  of  the  brick  red  colour  of 
coarser  deposits  formed  in  the  absence  of  these  substances.  In 
an  excess  of  cupric  ions,  the 
colour  of  the  cuprous  oxide  pre- 
cipitate varies  from  green  to 
yellow,  according  to  the  amount 
of  sugar  present.  A  chart  can 
be  designed  in  which  different 
colours  represent  varying  con- 
centrations of  sugar  in  the 
solution. 

The  accompanying  illustra- 
tion shows  an  outfit  issued  re- 
cently by  Eli  Lilly  &  Co.  for 
carrying  out  the  test.  With  this 
outfit  the  test  takes  no  longer 
than  five  minutes  to  perform, 
and  an  unskilled  person  can  ob- 
tain results  sufficiently  accurate 
for  ordinary  purposes.  On  the 
other  hand  results  correct  to 
about  o.i  per  cent,  can  be  ob- 
tained by  a  trained  operator. 

The  test  is  carried  out  by  adding  a  measured  volume  of 
urine  from  the  graduated  dropper  provided  to  a  little  water  in 
the  test-tul)e.  A  tablet  of  the  copper  sulphate  compound  (re- 
agent) is  dissolved  in  the  mixture  and  the  tube  heated,  while 
secured  in  the  rack  fitted  to  the  case,  by  means  of  a  tablet 
of  methenamine.  When  the  methenamine  tablet  has  burned 
the  solution  is  left  for  one  and  a  half  minutes  so  that  the 
reaction  is  completed.  The  resultant  colour  of  the  mixture  is 
then  compared  with  the  standard  colour  chart  included  with 
the  outfit,  and  the  amount  of  sugar  can  be  estimated  directly 
from  the  figures  given  on  the  chart.

The  President,  Mr.  Alec  Hoare  (Derby)  occupied  the  chair. 

Shops  (Sunday  Trading  Restriction)  Act,  1936 
The  general  secretary  (Mr.  E.  J.  Andrews)  stated  that 
members  in  Weston-super-Mare  and  Ryde,  I.O.W.,  had  com- 
plained of  the  Act  as  it  affected  photographic  dealers,  and  had 
asked  the  Association  to  examine  the  position  ;  he  was  in- 
formed, however,  that  although  amendments  to  the  Act  had 
already  been  put  forward  by  other  traders  concerned,  the 
Government  had  stated  that  they  were  not  prepared  to  con- 
sider such  amendments  until  a  longer  time  had  elapsed  and 
there  had  been  more  opportunity  of  reviewing  the  results. 

Mr.  A.  Abrahamson  (Weston-super-Mare)  reported  that  the 
dealers  in  Weston  had  opened  on  Sunday  during  August, 
ignoring  the  Act  ;  fines  had  been  imposed.  The  dealers  had 
linked  up  with  the  National  Association  of  Seasonal  Traders, 
who  were  urging  an  amendment  providing  for  exemption  to  be 
granted  by  Parliament  and  not  by  the  local  Council. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Beken  (Isle  of  Wight)  proposed  and  Mr.  W.  Hud- 
son (Skegness)  seconded; — "  That  this  Conference  recommends 
the  Council  to  consider  the  adoption  of  the  principle  that 
photographic  goods  and  accessories  be  one  of  the  exempted 
trades  as  specified  in  Schedule  i  of  the  Act."  This  was  sup- 
ported by  Mr.  Abrahamson  and  carried. 

New  Factory  Act 
Mi.  F.  J.  Young  (Leicester)  explained  the  new  Factory  Act 
which  comes  into  operation  in  July  next,  as  it  affects  those 
handling  D.  and  P.;  he  outlined  the  new  regulations  regard- 
ing hours  of  employment  ol  women  and  young  peisons,  over- 
time, meal  times,  number  of  cubic  feet  of  space  per  person, 
and  stated  that  in  his  opinion  the  requirements  of  the  Act 
would  cause  a  25  per  cent,  increase  in  the  wages  bill. 

D.  and  p.  Prices,  1938 

Mr.  H.  L.  Warner  (Wolverhampton)  opened  a  discussion  on 
the  proposed  alterations  in  prices.  He  pointed  out  the  increased 
costs  with  which  finishers  are  now  faced.  The  Wholesale  Photo 
Finishers'  Association,  in  order  to  meet  the  situation,  were 
proposing  an  increase  in  price  of  certain  items :  — Contact 
prints  srhaller  than  3^  x  in.,  the  4^-  x  2|  in.  size  and  post- 
cards. Mr.  Warner  explained  that  any  decisions  reached  to-day 
would  be  referred  to  the  W.P.F.A.  and  to  the  National  Council 
for  final  approval  or  otherwise. 

Mr.  A.  J.  Caithness  (Fifeshire)  proposed  the  following 
motion: — "That  the  developing  price  of  all  sizes  of  films 
now  charged  at  C>d.  be  increased  to  8d."  This  was  seconded  by 
Mr.  Warner. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Beken  (Cowes)  proposed  the  following  amend- 
ment, vi'hich  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Wallace  Heaton ; — "That 
all  sizes  up  to  3 J  x  2^  in.,  excluding  Leica  and  miniature  films, 
remain  at  6d.,  all  sizes  larger  to  be  gd."    This  was  lost. 

Mr.  Caithness's  proposal  was  then  put  to  the  meeting  and 
carried.  He  then  proposed,  and  it  was  agreed: — "That  3^ 
X  2J  in.  contact  prints  remain  at  2d."  Mr.  Caithness  next 
proposed  and  Mr.  J.  Lomax  seconded: — "That  all  prints 
smaller  than  3^-  x  2|  in.  be  charged  at  2d." 

Mr.  Wallace  Ideaton  proposed  an  amendment,  seconded  by 
Mr.  F.  W.  Beken: — "That  the  prices  of  V.P.  and  2  on  20 
size  remain  at  lid."  This  was  carried  and  passed  as  the 
iiubstantive  motion. 

Mr.    A.    J.    Caithness    proposed,    Mr.    Wallace  Heaton 


seconded: — "That  all  16  size  prints  be  2^d.,  I  plate  prints 
be  3d.,  P.C.  prints  be  3id." 

Mr.  H.  Allen  (Northampton)  proposed  an  amendment,  which 
was  seconded  by  Mr.  A.  Oglesby  (London,  W.C.).  This  was 
lost,  the  original  proposition  being  carried. 

Mr.  Caithness  proposed,  Mr.  D.  Foster  seconded: — "Post 
card  enlargements  to  be  charged  at  the  following  rates:- — 
I,  6d.;  3  (from  i  negative),  is.  3d.;  6  (from  i  negative),  2S. 
Thereafter  a  flat  rate  of  4d.  each  irrespective  of  quantity." 
-  This  was  carried. 

The  following  resolution  had  been  received  from  the  Grimsbj^ 
Branch: — "This  Branch  considers  that  the  continued  adher- 
ence of  certain  multiple  firms  to  the  free  enlargement  offer 
is  the  greatest  stumbling  block  to  the  general  abolition  of  this 
practice,  and  that  the  greatest  possible  pressure  be  brought  to 
bear  to  end  this  practice." 

Mr.  W.  Hudson  proposed,  Mr.  D.  Foster  (Brighton)  seconded 
and  it  was  resolved :_ — "  That  this  Conference  recommends  to 
the  National  Council  that  the  greatest  possible  pressure  be 
brought  to  bear  to  end  the  practice  of  giving  free 
enlargements." 

Mr.  J.  Riddell  (Newcastle-upon-Tyne)  proposed,  supported 
by  Mr.  W.  Moody  (Hull),  that  more  active  steps  be  taken  to 
eliminate  D.  and  P.  price  cutting  both  by  members  of  the 
Association  and  by  non-members.  The  President  stated  that 
all  possible  action  is  taken  by  the  Council  to  combat  D.  and 
P.  price  cutting  ;  further,  that  any  suggestions  as  to  further 
steps  will  be  w-elcomed. 

Sales  Helps 

Mr.  F.  W.  Beken  put  forward  the  following  suggestions, 
with  the  object  of  attracting  customers  to  members' 
establishments :  — 

That  a  membership  sign  larger  and  stronger  than  the  present 
sign  be 'available  for  display  in  a  prominent  position. 

That  advertisement  space  be  taken  mainly  in  the  amateur 
photographic  press,  linking  up  with  the  display  of  the 
membership  sign. 

That  a  competition  for  amateurs  be  organised  through  P.D.A. 
members  only,  also  a  travelling  exhibition  ;  medals  to  be 
awarded,  also  perhaps  small  money  prizes. 

That  such  advertisements  invite  amateurs  to  write  to  head 
office  for  the  address  of  the  nearest  member. 

That  P.D.A.  wallets  and  stick-on  labels  be  used  more  exten- 
sively by  members. 

Mr.  Beken  also  referred  to  "  Talking  Cards  "  ;  the  issue  of 
such  card  designs  had  been  approved  and  a  number  of  designs 
would  shortly  be  available.- 

Mr.  J.  Riddell  asked  that  the  Publicity  Committee  would 
consider  the  possibility  of  inserting  small  advertisements  in  the 
national  Press  prior  to  the  four  bank  holidays  of  the  year, 
wording  to  be,  e.g.,  "  Take  your  holiday  snaps  to  the  photo- 
graphic dealer  showing  this  sign.'' 

Mr.  J.  S.  Marriott  suggested  a  travelling  exhibition  of 
apparatus. 

Mr.  Wallace  Heaton,  enlarging  on  this  idea,  stated  that 
dealers  might  be  prepared  to  take  stands  and  that  cine  shows 
could  be  arranged,  open  to  the  public. 

Co-operative  Societies 

Mr.  P.  M.  Duff  (Glasgow)  moved,  Mr.  W.  S.  Culbert  (Airdrie) 
seconded,  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  following  resolution  from 
the  Glasgow  Branch  be  forwarded  to  the  manufacturers :  — 
"  That  this  Branch  urges  that  each  Co-operative  Society  should 
be  treated  as  a  separate  entity  so  far  as  the  supply  of  photo- 
graphic goods  is  concerned  ;  further,  that  in  the  event  of  any 
Society  being  guilty  of  violating  the  conditions  of  sale  of 
photographic  goods  such  Society  should  after  the  second  mis- 
demeanour receive  a  warning,  and  after  the  second  mis- 
demeanour be  placed  on  the  stop  list  for  a  definite  period  of  at 
least  one  year." 

Among  olher  matters  discussed  were  local  lecture-demonstra- 
tions ;  qualifications  of  dealers'  assistants  ;  dealers'  tour  of 
German  manufacturers'  works  ;  a  monthly  photographic  com- 
petition for  dealers  ;  camera  exchange  allowances  ;  discounts  tO' 
hospitals.

A  MIXTURE  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the  subject 
of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis.  The  mixture  may 
contain  metallic  and  acidic  radicals  occurring  in  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  or  any  of  the  commoner  radicals  not  mentioned 
in  that  work,  and  is  to  be  submitted  to  a  thorough  systematic 
■examination,  all  its  constituents  are  to  be  detected,  and  proof 
is  to  be  given  that  the  substances  detected  are  the  only  consti- 
tuents of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of  salts 
(accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope,  not 
merely  a  stamp)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday,  November  i6, 
■on  which  day  the  samples  will  be  posted.  Students'  reports  w  ill 
be  received  up  to  Saturday,  November  27.  Each  report  should 
contain  a  concise  account  of  the  work  done,  and  should  include 
a  list  of  the  constituents  detected.  In  this  list  any  substance 
regarded  as  an  accidental  impurity  should  be  distinguished  from 
the  essential  constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

The  analysis  announced  above  forms  the  opening  exercise  in

Report  on  the  October  Analytical  Exercise 

The  powder  sent  out  to  students  on  October  12  consisted  of 
equal  parts  by  weight  of  zinc  sulphate,  magnesium  hydroxy- 
carbonate,  and  sodium  pyroborate.  Its  approximate  composi- 
tion by  weight  was  :  —

Faint  reactions  indicated  the  presence  of  slight  traces  of  iron 
and  of  a  chloride. 


The  exercise  was  not  by  any  means  a  difficult  one,  'but  it 
is  noteworthy  that  two  students  failed  to  detect  the  borate, 
although  both  reported  the  application  of  a  test  that  should 
have  clearly  revealed  its  presence. 

The  competition  did  not  attract  the  attention  of  any  con- 
siderable number  of  junior  students,  for  whom  it  was  primarily 
designed,  and  only  three  reports  of  analyses  were  received.  Two 
of  these  were  from  students  who  had  already  passed  in  Chemis- 
try in  the  Preliminary  Scientific  examination,  and  were  hence 
disqualified  from  obtaining  a  prize  award.  In  the  circumstances 
a  prize  of  books  to  the  value  of  fifteen  shillings  is  awarded  to 
the  writer  of  the  only  report  from  a  student  who  has  not 
passed  in  chemistry.  This  is  Mr.  John  Summers,  28  Forthill 
Road,  Broughty  Ferry,  Angus,  who  is  requested  to  communi- 
cate with  the  Publisher,  mentioning  the  book  or  books  that 
lie  wishes  to  receive.

To  Correspondents 

John  Summers. — The  precipitate  that  you  observed  on  add- 
ing silver  nitrate,  in  testing  for  acidic  radicals,  consisted  almost 
entirely  of  silver  borate.  The  trace  of  this  precipitate  that  did 
not  dissolve  in  nitric  acid  was  due  to  chloride. 

Jay  Kay. — The  powder  did  not  contain  any  constituent  that 
could  give  rise  to  deflagration  on  heating  on  a  charcoal  block. 
The  behaviour  that  you  refer  to  as  deflagration  was  probably 
merely  the  escape  of  water  vapour  and  carbon  dioxide.  It  was 
not  quite  accurate  to  describe  the  powder  as  insoluble  in  water  : 
a  considerable  proportion  of  it  dissolved  readily. 

Kieselguhr. — It  is  difficult  to  understand  how  you  observed 
behaviour  that  led  you  to  report  the  absence  of  zinc.  On  the 
other  hand,  manganese,  which  you  thought  you  had  detected, 
was  not  present.  Test  the  blue  glass  that  you  employ  in 
examining  the  flame  coloration  for  pota-ssium.  A  single  thick- 
ness of  such  glass  is  seldom  sufticient  to  cut  off  the  sodium 
coloration  entirely.

Blunt  Words  at  Bradford 

When  we  commented  on  Mr.  Moreton  Parry's  resolution  at 
the  October  Council  Meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
(C.  &  D.,  October  23,  p.  487),  attention  was  directed  to  the 
considerable  discussion  which  followed.  One  result  of  the 
resolution  has  been  to  bring  forth  a  statement  from  Mr. 
G.  A.  Mallinson,  secretary  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union,  and  it  is  perhaps  one  of  the  most  informative 
addresses  which  chemists  have  been  privileged  to  receive 
for  a  long  time.  For  this  reason  a  full  report  is  given  else- 
where in  this  issue  (p.  569).  Mr.  Mallinson  confessed  that 
he  was  at  a  loss  to  understand  why  it  should  be  necessary 
for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  after  a  lapse  of  so  many 
years,  to  re-enter  the  lists  as  chemists'  champions  in  insur- 
ance matters.  This  is  a  point  which  was  raised  in  these 
columns  three  weeks  ago.  Chemists  everywhere  are  bound 
to  sympathise,  if  they  do  not  entirely  agree,  with  Mr. 
Mallinson's  blunt  expression  of  opinion  that  Mr.  Parry's 
resolution  was  definitely  a  matter  of  interference.  The 
newer  generation  of  pharmacists  can  read  the  address 
with  considerable  advantage,  for  it  explains  why  the  dis- 
counting clause  cannot  in  the  present  circumstances  be 
removed.  It  is,  however,  the  business  of  Mr.  Mallinson 
and  his  Executive  to  work  unceasingly  for  the  abolition 
of  the  clause.  If  insurance  funds  were  provided  with- 
out Parliamentary  authority,  surely  it  would  have  been 
reasonable  to  have  insisted  that  one  particular  section  of 
the  community  should  not  be  expected  to  take  a  risk  as 
regards  payment.  Mr.  Mallinson's  pungent  comments  on 
the  workings  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  cannot  but  be 
accepted. 

Several  points  raised  by  us  in  the  editorial  article  already 
referred  to  have  been  answered  by  Mr.  Mallinson,  who 
pointed  out  that  in  National  Health  Insurance  matters  the 
company  chemists  are  with  the  N.P.U.  Further,  that  he  does 
not  advocate  a  strike.   No  pharmacist  wishes  to  disorganise 


a  great  national  service,  ne\  ertheless,  he  is  entitled  to  receive 
full  payment  for  services  rendered.  It  is  essential  that 
pharmacy  should  speak  with  one  voice ;  and  however  un- 
pleasant it  may  be  for  the  parent  body  to  accept  the  position, 
nevertheless,  by  its  own  acquiescence  in  conditions  arising 
out  of  the  Jenkin  case,  to  say  nothing  more,  it  must  admit 
the  right  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  to  speak 
in  insurance  negotiations  for  pharmacy. 

One  other  point  which  deserves  notice  in  Mr.  Mallinson's 
address  is  his  tribute  to  the  enthusiasm  of  Mr.  F.  C.  Wilson, 
who  is  himself  a  Bradford  man.  Mr.  Mallinson  does  not 
necessarily  agree  with  all  Mr.  Wilson's  views ;  at  the  same 
time  it  is  gratifying  to  find  that  a  member  of  the  younger 
generation  is  sufficiently  free  from  the  general  apathy  among 
pharmacists  to  put  forward  his  views.  It  has  been  seen 
that  in  matters  relating  to  co-option,  Mr.  Wilson  has  fared 
badly,  presumably  as  a  result  of  his  youth  and  because  of 
the  inexperience  which  it  is  assumed  goes  with  it. 

Across  the  Border,  the  question  of  payment  for  dispensing 
is  also  a  matter  for  considerable  thought.  It  is  common 
knowledge  that  terms  of  service  for  chemists  in  Scotland 
differ  considerably  from  those  operating  in  England  and 
Wales.  At  the  outset  of  the  scheme,  the  reason  given  was 
that  Scottish  chemists  who  were  already  dispensing  medical 
prescriptions  stood  to  lose  rather  more  than  the  English 
chemists.  There  is,  however,  no  discounting  in  Scotland, 
and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  demand  for  medicine  in 
Scotland  has  grown  so  considerably  since  pre-National 
Health  Insurance  days,  English  pharmacists  may  pardon- 
ably look  with  some  degree  of  envy  on  their  Scottish  con- 
freres, who,  despite  the  fact  that  they  dispense  less  than 
chemists  do  in  England,  enjoy  a  higher  relative  rate  of 
payment.  It  may  be  that  the  time  is  not  yet  ripe  for  a 
definite  amalgamation  of  insurance  dispensing  interests  with 
the  view  of  obtaining  increased  remuneration ;  yet  it  is 
difficult  to  see  how  pharmacy  as  a  trade  or  as  a  profession 
can  continue  on  its  present  lines.  The  pharmacist  is  entitled 
to  an  adequate  living  just  as  are  other  members  of  the 
community.  As  to  how  it  is  to  be  done  the  trade  as  a  whole 
assuredly  will  look  to  the  N.P.U.  Executive.  Mr.  Mallinson 
himself  pointed  out :  "  Divided  leadership  gets  nobody 
anywhere."  He  was  bold  enough  to  declare  that  if  chemists 
do  not  wish  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  to  continue 
its  insurance  work,  let  them  say  so  outright.

This  total,  it  is  understood, 
is  a  record  and  is  no  less  than  464,000  more  than  the  number 
employed  twelve  months  ago.  The  official  Trade  and 
Navigation  Accounts,  a  resume  of  which  we  publish  each 
month,  show  that  the  value  of  our  imports,  exports  and 
re-exports  have  increased  month  by  month  this  year  and 
are  now  at  the  highest  levels  reached  during  the  past 
nine  years.  For  the  first  nine  months  of  this  year  the  grand 
aggregate  of  our  commerce  was  187,000,000,  compared 
with  ;{892,ooo,ooo  during  the  corresponding  period  of  1935, 
an  increase  of  ;^295,ooo,ooo.  These  encouraging  employment 
figures  and  highly  satisfactory  trade  returns,  both  of  which 
are  officially  compiled,  leave  no  room  for  doubt  that  com- 
mercially our  position  has  improved  very  considerably. 
It  is  important  to  note  that  there  has  been  no  set-back, 
despite  unsettled  world  conditions,  throughout  the  past

twenty-one  months.  At  the  Lord  Mayor's  banquet  this 
week  the  Prime  Minister  gave  further  striking  facts  support- 
ing these  figures  and  indicated  he  was  advised  that  our 
trade  was  likely  to  continue  to  expand.  Yet,  despite  these 
facts,  the  speculative  commodity  markets  and  stocks  and 
shares  show  a  decline  during  the  past  month  that  reflects 
a  lack  of  confidence,  as  is  shown  by  the  following  compara- 
tive values  : —

The  same  position  has  developed  on  the  Stock  Exchange. 
Really  good  sound  "  Industrials  "  are  to-day  being  quoted 
at  a  discount  to  the  quotations  of  a  month  ago.  Instances 
might  be  cited  where  companies  have  recently  declared 
good  interim  dividends  and  reported  increases  in  sales  and 
profits.  Even  so,  the  shares  of  such  companies  can  be 
purchased  cheaper  to-day  than  they  could  have  been  a  month 
previously.  It  is  possible  to-day  to  buy  sound  industrials 
which  would  show  a  return  of  up  to  7  per  cent,  on  the 
outlay,  whereas,  a  normal  return  on  gilt-edged  stock  is 
about  3  per  cent.  net.  Is  the  reason  for  this  set-back  in 
speculative  markets  due  to  their  having  being  pushed  up  to 
too  high  a  level  earlier  in  the  year  ?  Even  now,  the  quotations 
are  well  above  what  they  were  two  or  three  years  ago. 

A  notable  feature  is  that  the  non-speculative  commodities 
have  not,  to  any  extent,  been  influenced  by  this  temporary 
weakness.  Quotations  for  the  ordinary  routine  products, 
for  example,  of  chemicals,  drugs,  and  essential  oils,  are  all 
generally  steady,  except  in  those  few  cases  where  the 
values  are  largely  governed  by  the  operations  of  speculators. 
Costs  of  production  are  still  on  the  increase  as  is  also  the 
cost  of  living.  The  burden  of  taxation,  local  and  national, 
is  not  likely  to  be  lightened.  These  are  factors  that  directly 
affect  costs  of  production.  Viewing  the  whole  circum- 
stances we  believe  the  drop  in  speculative  markets  is 
largely  due  to  operators  and  not  to  any  general  slackening 
in  demand;  that  it  is  in  the  nature  of  a  "  shake-out," 
a  common  sequel  to  wild  speculation  and  its  resultant 
unreasonably  high  prices.  The  recent  all-round  discounting 
of  share  values  may  be  ascribed  to  a  lack  of  buyers  at  a 
time  when  there  are  many  forced  sellers  who  have  to  find 
cash  to  settle  the  differences  on  their  commodity  speculations. 
As  to  genuine  trade,  the  latest  figures  of  employment, 
with  the  corresponding  increase  of  money  in  circulation, 
together  with  the  persistent  improvement  in  our  sea-board 
trade  are  definite  pointers  which  may  be  accepted  with 
confidence.  Turning  to  the  retail  trade,  the  chemist  who 
sets  out  to  cater  for  the  coming  Christmas  trade,  which  will 
undoubtedly  be  a  record  in  turnover,  should  have  no  cause 
to  regret  his  enterprise  at  the  New  Year. 

War  on  Rheumatism 

On  November  10,  Sir  Kingsley  Wood,  Minister  of  Health, 
laid  the  foundation-stone  of  a  new  department  for  rheuma- 
tism and  arthritis,  established  to  further  the  plans  of  the 
Empire  Rheumatism  Council,  at  the  Hospital  of  St.  John 
and  St.  Elizabeth,  St.  John's  Wood. 

The  arthritis  unit  will  be  the  first  of  its  kind  in  this 
country.    In  the  course  of  his  remarks  the  Minister  said 


one-sixth  of  our  industrial  invalidism  was  due  to  rheumatism. 
Estimates  made  some  little  time  ago  showed  that  the  time 
lost  from  rheumatic  diseases  represented  a  total  incapacity 
of  5,500,000  of  weeks  every  year  and  the  cost  to  National 
Health  Insurance  funds  was  over  ;^5,ooo,ooo  a  year.  If 
account  was  also  taken  of  wages  lost  through  the  disease 
the  annual  cost  of  industrial  rheumatism  was  some 
7,000,000. 

This  pronouncement  follows  on  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Insurance  Institute  of  London,  when  Lord  Horder  de- 
scribed the  plan  of  the  Empire  Rheumatism  Council  against 
rheumatic  disease.  Rheumatism,  he  said,  is  one  of  the 
oldest  problems  known  to  medical  science,  and  it  has 
been  gravely  neglected  from  the  ,  aspect  of  scientific 
investigation  and  control.  It  is  noteworthy  that  rheumatism 
has  been  accepted  by  the  populace  as  one  of  the  things  to 
be  endured.  It  may,  in  fact,  be  said  that  one  touch  of 
rheumatism  makes  the  whole  world  kin.  In  medicine  we 
have  advanced  considerably  in  regard  to  the  treatment  of 
this  fell  ailment.  From  the  introduction  of  the  "  Chelsea 
Pensioner,"  which  was  a  carminative  and  laxative,  we  have 
advanced  towards  the  treatment  of  rheumatism  by  means 
of  autogenous  vaccines.  Rheumatism  is  a  crippling  disease, 
and  pharmacists  know  well  how  many  times  they  are  asked 
for  some  particular  medicament  which  is  likely  to  be  of 
benefit.  Rheumatic  subjects  have  passed  through  the  vale 
of  treatment  as  uric  acid  sufferers  to  the  plain  statement 
that  rheumatism  is  a  streptococcal  infection.  It  may, 
however,  be  that  rheumatism  is  a  deficiency  disease,  and 
as  such  may  have  to  be  treated  by  dietary  measures. 

Turning  to  the  industrial  aspect  of  the  question  of  rheu- 
matism, it  has  been  stated  that  as  a  result  of  a  Ministry  of 
Health  survey  in  1922,  it  was  concluded  that  rheumatic 
disease  is  probably  responsible  for  16  per  cent,  of  the  total 
of  industrial  morbidity  in  England  and  Wales.  Further, 
that  during  a  year  about  372,600  insured  persons  sought 
medical  advice  because  of  some  form  of  rheumatic 
disease. 

At  the  Health  Food  Shop 

The  comments  of  grocers  on  an  announcement  in  "  The 
Grocer  "  of  November  6  that  a  London  departmental  store 
m  opening  a  "  health  food  shop  "  in  separate  premises  will  be 
awaited  with  some  curiosity.  The  announcement  is,  to  be 
exact,  qualified  by  the  statement:  "Dietary  instructions  in 
the  case  of  illness,  however,  can  only  be  given  on  the  prescrip- 
tion or  expressed  wish  of  a  member  of  the  medical  profession." 
It  is  not  clear  how  the  "  expressed  wish  "  is  to  be  conveyed 
to  the  shop  ;  and  we  are  incHned  to  think  that  in  this  respect 
a  little  camouflage  may  eventually  prove  to  be  inevitable. 
In  any  case,  the  main  feature  of  the  undertaking  is  "  free 
advice  on  food  values  and  diet  for  the  maintenance  of  health  " 
by  a  "  fully  qualified  dietician."  The  duties  of  the  dietician 
will,  presumably,  not  include  the  teaching  of  cooking,  though 
that  is  not  improbably  the  type  of  advice  most  urgently 
needed  in  the  average  home.  We  are  not  so  much  concerned, 
however,  with  the  effect  of  this  announcement  on  the  pubHc 
as  with  its  effect  on  individual  tradesm.en,  and  in  particular 
on  pharmacists.  At  a  time  when  the  grocer  is  being  led  to 
think  that  he  can  sell  any  poison  as  safely  as  the  pharmacist, 
provided  it  is  enclosed  in  something  that  can  be  called  a  con- 
tainer, it  is  rather  intriguing  to  find  a  large  and  popular 
store  undertaking  a  service  beyond  the  financial  capacity  of 
the  average  grocer  as  well  as  of  the  average"  pharmacist.  We 
have  not  been  favoured  with  any  information  as  to  the  new 
health  food  shop  ;  but  reading  the  announcement  in  the 
ordinary  way  we  understand  it  to  mean  that  the  staff  of  the 
shoo  or  its  expert  will  "  dispense  "  prescriptions — written, 
verbal  or  merely  conveyed  by  the  customers — so  far  as  they 
relate  to  diet.  We  should  '  have  suooosed  that  this  was 
normally  the  function  of  the  pharamacist. 
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Mr.  Mallinson 

A MEETING  of  the  Bradford  Branch  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  was  held  on  November  4,  Mr. 
W.  Hudson  in  the  chair,  for  the  purpose  of  hearing 
an  address  by  Mr.  G.  A.  Mallinson,  barrister-at-law,  secretary 
of  the  Union.  In  the  earlier  part  of  the  proceedings  Mr. 
Mallinson  outlined  the  progress  of  the  Chemists'  Friends 
scheme. 

Mr.  Mallinson's  Address 

Mr.  Mallinson  said  he  had  read  -the  speeches  of  Mr.  Parry 
and  his  seconder,  Mr.  Rowsell,  at  the  recent  Council  meeting 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (C  &■  D.,  November  6, 
PP-  545'  546)  vvith  close  interest,  and  he  was  still  unable  to 
understand  how  men  with  their  long  and  close  knowledge  of 
National  Health  Insurance  affairs  could  imagine  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  which  seventeen  years  ago  had  been 
g'.ad  to  be  rid  of  N.H.I,  responsibility  and  hand  it  over  to 
the  N.P.U.,  should  now  wish  to  take  it  up  again.  He  had 
read  also  a  recent  speech  by  Mr.  F.  C.  Wilson  of  Bradford, 
who  had  put  forth  certain  suggestions  about  the  future  of 
pharmacy  which  embodied,  if  he  (Mr.  Mallinson)  understood 
correctly,  a  project  under  which  the  N.P.U.  would  become  a 
sort  of  subsection  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  "  Being  in 
Mr.  Wilson's  own  town  as  your  guest,"  said  Mr.  Mallinson, 
"  I  feel  I  can  hardly  argue  with  him  here,  much  as  I  feel  he 
is  tackling  the  subject  from  a  wrong  angle,  and  much  as  I 
could,  if  this  were  a  suitable  occasion,  argue  his  proposals 
point  for  point.  I  am,  however,  glad  to  notice  his  keen 
in^^erest  in  oharmaceutical  affairs.  That  is  what  matters  most 
when  we  think  of  the  difficulty  we  have  to  face  because  of 
the  apathy  of  so  many  chemists,  and  I  congratulate  him  on 
that  interest.  There  is  a  certain  kinship  of  idea  between  Mr. 
Wilson's  proposals  for  the  future  and  the  Parry  and  Rowsell 
motion  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  and  I  think  my  obser- 
vations on  the  Parry  resolution  will  cover  a  good  deal  of  the 
ground  which  would  be  embodied  in  arguing  on  Mr.  Wilson's 
case.  We  must  realise  that  the  N.P.U.  is  facing  a  crisis  in 
its  existence.  We  are  an  organisation  of  proprietor  chemists 
concerned  purely  with  the  business  side  of  pharmacy.  We 
never  attempt  and  never  have  attempted  to  dabble  in  phar- 
maceutical politics." 

The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  Mr.  Mallinson 
went  on  to  say,  had  just  approved  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
mittee of  their  own  to  go  into  the  matter  of  N.H.I,  service, 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  N.P.U.  had  already  approached 
them  and  come  to  an  understanding  for  a  joint  committee  to 
prevent  overlapping  between  the  two  bodies.  Mr.  Mallinson 
referred  to  the  long  personal  links  of  both  Mr.  Parry  and  Mr. 
Rowsell  with  N.H.I,  matters  for  the  past  twenty  years  and 
more.  Both  gentlemen  were  associated  with  the  review  of  the 
position  in  1920,  arising  out  of  the  Jenkin  case,  when  the  re- 
sponsibi'ity  for  N  H.I.  work  was  handed  to  the  new  body  now 
known  as  the  N.P.U.  and  at  which  period  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  was  very  glad  to  get  rid  of  the  job  and  pass  it  to  some- 
body else.  He  was  at  a  loss,  therefore,  to  understand  why  these 
gentlemen,  with  their  full  knowledge  of  circumstances  and  con- 
ditions, should  now  be  advocating  a  return  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  to  interference  in  N.H.I,  affairs. 

Interests  of  the  Retail  Chemist 
"  Mr.  Parry."  continued  Mr.  Mallinson,  "  in  the  course  of 
his  speech  in  October,  stated  he  was  told  there  was  danger  of 
treading  on  somebody's  toes  and  causing  offence  by  inter- 
fering in  matters  now  the  prerogative  of  another  body  (the 
N.P.U.)  :  that  certain  individuals  are  sensitive  and  that  he 
(Mr.  Parry)  may  be  regarded  as  seeking  personal  advertise- 
ment. Mr.  Parry  suggests  that  his  motion  is  an  offer  of  help. 
Frankly,  I  fail  to  see  where  the  help  is  either  needed  or  offered. 
So  far  as  I  can  understand  this  motion  it  is  definitely  a 
matter  of  interference.  Mr.  Parry's  references  to  certain 
individuals  being  sensitive  is,  without  much  doubt,  a  reference 
to  myself.  T  have.  I  believe,  got  the  reputation  of  being 
'  touchy  '  where  the  interests  of  the  retail  chemist  are  con- 
cerned. T  accept  the  accusation,  and  I  regard  it  in  the  Hcrht 
of  a  cnmnliment  that  I  am  sensitive  to  any  movement  likely 
to  he  inimical  to  the  interests  of  the  retail  chemist.  (Hear, 
hear.)  I  am  touchy  in  the  sense  that  so  far  as  lies  in  my 
power  I  shall  insist  on  every  occasion  that  the  retail  chemist

shall  have  justice  done  him  every  time,  and  that  we  shall  not 
allow  ourselves  to  be  side-tracked.  My  sensitiveness  tells  me 
there  is  more  in  this  matter  than  meets  the  eye.  I  do  not 
suggest  that  Mr.  Parry  and  Mr.  Rowsell,  who  have  given 
many  years  of  valuable  service  to  pharmacy,  do  not  wish  to 
help  chemists,  but  I  suggest  that  in  this  particular  motion  they 
are  not  necessarily  acting  for  that  particular  reason.  The 
motion  itself,  and  now  the  appointment  of  a  committee  in 
spite  of  our  recent  mutual  agreement  to  avoid  clashing,  far 
from  indicating  a  desire  to  help  the  N.P.U.,  implies  a  definite 
criticism  of  the  effectiveness  or  otherwise  of  the  Union's  hand- 
ling of  N.P.U.  affairs.  Mr.  Rowsell  has  from  the  very  start  in 
191 1  been  connected  with  everything  to  do  with  N.H.I,  as  one 
of  the  inner  half-dozen,  except  that  a  couple  of  years  ago  he 
lost  his  seat  on  the  N.P.U.  Commitlee.  Mr.  Parry  has  been 
secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  at  Liverpool  for 
twenty  years,  during  which  he  and  his  Committee  have  given 
the  N.P.U.  solid  support. 

What  the  N.P.U.  Has  Accomplished 

"  Why  this  sudden  discovery  of  a  need  for  any  sort  of  activity 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  matters  of  N.H.I.  ?  Since 
the  work  was  handed  over  to  the  N.P.U.  in  1920  the  Union 
has,  I  suggest,  handled  it  very  well  for  chemists  in  the  face 
of  much  difficulty.  (Hear,  hear.)  I  understand  the  real 
feeling  at  the  present  moment  is  that  we  want  to  get  rid  of 
the  discounting.  The  N.P.U.  is  as  anxious  for  that  as  any- 
body. Every  member  of  the  N.P.U.  Executive  is  himself  a 
panel  chemist  ;  but  to  get  absolutely  free  from  the  discounting 
more  money  must  be  got,  and  to  get  more  money  we  may 
have  to  go  to  Parliament."  In  support  of  his  contention  that 
the  N.P.U.  had  made  a  good  job  of  its  N.H.I,  responsibilities 
Mr.  Mallinson  quoted  detailed  figures  of  payments  to  chemists 
during  the  N.H.I,  period  of  control,  and  particularly  since 
1926,  when  the  Geddes  National  Economy  Committee  dis- 
covered that  the  insurance  funds  had  been  enjoying  Treasury 
grants  to  the  tune  of  some  ^200,000  per  annum  without  parlia- 
mentary authority,  instead  of  being  self-supporting  as  the 
fund  was  intended  to  be.  Those  grants,  like  many  other  items 
of  State  expenditure,  were  stopped  by  the  Geddes  Committee 
and  the  fund  had  to  find  other  ways  of  balancing  itself,  hence 
the  discounting.  Mr.  Mallinson  showed  that  the  N.P.U.'s 
handling  of  the  matter  had  replaced  the  former  debit  of 
/200,ooo  per  annum  to  Treasury  grants  by  a  surplus  in  the 
insurance  fund  within  a  year  ;  that  until  1934,  inclusive,  there 
had  been  an  annual  surplus,  and  that  even  allowing  for  deficits 
in  1935  and  1936  the  total  over  the  ten  years'  period  from  the 
economy  cut  left  a  matter  of  some  ;^332,ooo  surplus  distributed 
among  chemists  over  and  above  full  tariff  payments.  Further, 
chemists  were  the  only  section  of  the  professional  community 
engaged  on  State  service  who  had  the  10  per  cent,  economy 
cut  in  wages  paid,  practically  speaking,  out  of  the  Govern- 
ment's pocket  rather  than  their  own.  This  little  decision  in 
1926  to  accept  liability  even  with  the  discounting  actually  saved 
chemists  over  the  ten  years  a  matter  of  ;/[2.750,ooo,  and 
nobody  could  dispute  those  figures.  On  the  other  side,  the 
actual  cost  to  them  was  ;f26.ooo  actually  out  of  pocket  on  full 
tariff  rates  of  payment  over  that  period  of  ten  years. 

"  What  of  the  future?  Well,  we  have  already  approached 
the  Minister  to  receive  a  deputation  to  consider  this  problem  of 
getting  better  pay  for  chemists.  Until  we  have  seen  him 
nobody  can  say  what  will  happen — and  nobody  can  promise 
the  moon.  We  of  the  N.P.U.  were  given  a  job  to  do,  and  we 
claim  we  have  done  it  very  well.  Not  only  so,  but  with  our 
efforts  in  that  direction  and  in  other  N.P.U.  services  we  have 
done  the  job  in  such  a  way  that  it  need  not  have  cost  you  a 
single  penny  the  whole  time,  even  including  your  subscrip- 
tions." Mr.  Mallinson  detailed  some  of  the  main  N.P.U. 
services,  making  special  reference  to  the  exoansion  of  CD. A. 
indemnity,  certain  collective  insurance  benefits,  and  the  clear- 
ing house  scheme,  the  latter  of  which,  he  said,  had  saved  for 
its  participants  in  hard  cash  an  average  of  £4  5s.  per  year. 

■■  And  what  of  the  other  partner  in  our  pharmaceutical 
affairs?  "  the  speaker  proceeded.  "  What  has  this  other 
partner,  which  is  now  talking  of  interfering  in  N.H.I. ,  done 
since  we  relieved  it  of  the  business  side  seventeen  years  ago^ 
One  would  hardly  have  expected,  for  instance,  its  expenditure 
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to  have  increased  unduly  with  tliat  big  responsibility  and 
work  off  its  hands  ;  yet  we  find  that  since  1920  the  expenditure 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  become  about  three  times 
what  it  was  then."  (A  Voice:  Shame!)  "  My  business  is  to 
defend  the  N.P.U.  and  not  to  criticise  the  Society,  whose  great 
work  I  realise  and  of  which  I  have  always  been  a  supporter. 
But  I  cannot  help  feeling  that  the  partnership  of  the  Society 
and  the  Union  is  rather  like  the  husband  and  the  extravagant 
wife — the  one  spends  money  as  fast  as  the  other  can  make  it, 
and  I  suspect  the  N.P.U.  is  in  the  position  of  the  husband." 
(Laughter.)  "  One  thing  that  occurs  to  me  about  our  friends 
Parry  and  Rowsell,  two  old  and  stalwart  members  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council,  is  that  they  may  be  getting  a  little 
uneasy  about  this  influx  of  new  blood  on  the  Council  which 
has  marked  recent  times.  They  may  feel  it  is  necessary  to  do 
something  to  impress  the  new  members,  and  pharmacists 
generally,  and  that  it  may  be  a  popular  stunt  to  reintroduce 
an  interest  in  N.H.I,  affairs  in  the  Society.  Otherwise,  on 
their  own  records  in  N.H.I,  matters,  I  cannot  understand  what 
has  suddenly  made  them  think  some  change  in  the  control 
should  be  made.  There  is  much  talk  of  the  future  just  now, 
and  perhaps  they  think  this  is  a  psychological  moment  to  nip 
in  and  get  something  else.  As  a  former  officer  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  and  one  who  has  always  admired  and  sup- 
ported its  work  in  its  own  particular  spheres,  I  suggest  there 
is  much  more  necessary  work  that  both  old  and  new  members 
of  the  Council  can  do  within  the  Society's  own  many-sided 
affairs  than  side-tracking  the  newcomers  on  the  Council  into 
a  belief  that  anything  would  be  gained  for  pharmacy  by  the 
Society  again  taking  over  the  N.H.I,  work  they  were  so  glad 
to  be  rid  of  seventeen  years  ago." 

Conferences  "  A  Safety  Valve  " 

Mr.  Mallinson  quoted  extracts  from  Mr.  Parry's  speech  in 
moving  his  proposition  in  October.  Mr.  Parry,  they  all  knew, 
was  an  enthusiast.  Perhaps  his  only  fault  was  that  his 
enthusiasm  might  be  inclined  to  run  away  with  him.  (A 
Voice:  Run  away  with  his  common  sense. — Laughter.) 
"  Perhaps  you  are  right.  Mr.  Parry  tells  us  of  the  advance 
made  in  twenty  years  in  testing  the  competency  of  chemists  ; 
in  adding  to  the  cost  and  increasing  the  difficulties  of  training  ; 
in  demanding  fees  for  this  and  fees  for  that.  Conferences, 
says  Mr.  Parry,  have  been  arranged  as  a  kind  of  safety  valve — 
now  you  know  what  your  Conferences  are  for.  (Laughter.) 
The  Council,  now  posing  as  the  saviour  of  N.H.I.,  voices 
through  its  spokesman  a  regret  that,  having  done  all  these 
things  and  carried  out  the  many  duties  imposed  by  the  Govern- 
ment, that  Government  has  never  yet  realised  that  the  chemist 
has  any  interests  whatever.  What  a  confession  of  failure!  — 
a  confession  I  should  never  have  expected  from  any  member 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council.  Who  has  been  responsible 
all  these  years  for  the  increasing  stringency  of  examinations 
and  regulations  of  every  kind  affecting  chemists?  Who  but  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  ?  If  pharmacists,  as  Mr.  Parry  says, 
are  weighted  down  with  unbearable  rules,  regulations  and 
penalties,  it  is  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  nobody  else 
who  has  done  it — or  if  it  is  somebody  else  they  might  at  least 
explain  why  they  have  been  unable  to  prevent  it." 

Fact  and  Rhetoric 

"  When  the  N.P.U.  took  over  N.H.I,  we  realised  that  the 
cost  of  living  could  not  continue  to  go  up  and  that  our  fees 
would  automatically  follow  a  fall,  so  we  abandoned  the  then 
scale  of  fees  and  worked  out  a  tariff  on  an  averaging  system, 
which  the  Government  accepted.  From  then  onwards  we 
have  never  argued  on  cost  of  living,  but  always  on  fee — that 
it  was  a  pitiful  fee  for  a  skilled  job  anyhow.  Mr.  Parry  goes 
on  to  say  that  if  this  motion  of  his  is  acted  upon  it  will  become 
the  most  powerful  force  ever  organised  by  chemists  for  present- 
ing a  united  front  to  the  Departments  concerned.  With  all 
respect  to  Mr.  Parry  that,  gentlemen,  is  sheer  rhetoric  !  Why  ? 
Because  from  the  very  first,  in  anything  to  do  with  N.H.I. , 
pharmacy  has  never  presented  anything  other  than  a  united 
front  to  the  Departments  concerned.  We  have  always  taken 
very  great  care  on  that  point.  In  N.H.I,  matters  we  have 
always  spoken  as  one,  and  I  may  say  we  have  have  had  the 
company  chemists  with  us  also.  There  is  only  one  other  kind 
of  unity,  a  unity  more  than  we  have  ever  had,  and  that  is 
the  question  of  the  willingness  of  every  panel  chemist  to  refuse 
to  sign  a  contract  if  we  cannot  get  satisfactory  terms,  irre- 
spective of  what  the  company  chemists  may  do.  We  have 
had  the  help  of  the  company  chemists,  but  we  have  always 


been  given  to  understand  that  they  would  not  countenance 
anything  in  the  way  of  a  strike.  I  am  not  advocating  a  strike. 
With  unity  among  chemists  we  can  negotiate  to  the  best 
advantage  compatible  with  available  conditions.  I  am  con- 
vinced that  any  attempt  on  our  side  in  the  way  of  a  strike 
would  be  doomed  to  failure.  I  cannot  see  any  man  refusing 
to  sign  a  contract  without  the  certainty  of  getting  it  back 
again,  and  he  cannot  be  certain  of  that  if  he  goes  the  length  of 
a  strike.  As  to  the  Society  interfering  with  N.H.I.,  all  I  can 
say  is  that  divided  leadership  gets  nobody  anywhere.  We  of 
the  N.P.U.  will  not  be  a  party  to  divided  leadership.  If 
chemists  do  not  wish  the  N.P.U.  to  continue  its  N.H.I,  work 
let  them  say  so  outright.  Up  to  now  I  have  seen  no  evidence 
of  that.  We  have  in  one  or  two  matters  had  reason  to  ex- 
perience the  uselessness  of  working  in  double  harness,  and  we 
cannot  risk  overlapping  in  this  matter.  The  Council  of  the 
Society  have  now  passed  this  motion  of  Mr.  Parry's,  indicating 
that  they  propose  either  to  take  over  N.H.I,  or  to  meddle  with 
it.  Do  the  chemists  of  the  country. want  that?  I  say  '  No.'  " 
(Applause.) 

Discussion 

The  Chairman  said  Bradford  N.P.U.  members  were  grateful 
to  Mr.  Mallinson  for  giving  them  this  important  and  very 
up-to-date  address.  They  had  a  feeling  in  Bradford  that  the 
Chemists'  Friends  List  be  advisedly  extended  to  foods, 
veterinary  products,  etc.,  to  make  the  good  work  more  compre- 
hensive. In  regard  to  the  N.P.U.  and  National  Health  In- 
surance administration,  if  he  knew  the  pulse  of  feeling  correctly 
the  members  of  the  Branch  would  like  the  general  secretary  to 
go  back  to  London  in  possession  of  their  full  confidence.  He 
proposed  a  vote  of  confidence  in  the  N.P.U.  Executive's 
handling  of  N.H.I. ,  and  in  Mr.  Mallinson. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Sullivan  (chairman  of  the  Bradford  Branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  seconded. 

Replying  to  Mr.  Hudson's  suggested  extension  of  the  C.F., 
List,  Mr.  Mallinson  said  that  had  been  given  serious  con- 
sideration, but  it  was  felt  desirable  to  consolidate  fully  their 
rights  in  medicines  before  contemplating  anything  further. 
Extension  would  increase  the  difficulty  of  control.  He  in- 
stanced the  case  of  the  P.A.T.A.,  whose  price-protective  work 
had  been  so  good  that  when  it  extended  its  effect  beyond 
the  confines  of  medicines  it  was  too  good — it  attracted  all 
sorts  of  other  people  to  selling  goods  with  a  protected  profit. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Kitchen,  supporting  the  vote,  said  he  considered 
chemists  were  extremely  fortunate  in  having  the  leadership 
of  a  man  like  Mr.  Mallinson  on  the  business  side  of  the  craft. 
In  regard  to  the  new  Insurance  contract,  would  it  be  pos- 
sible for  pharmacy  to  link  up  with  the  doctors  in  a  joint  effort 
to  get  better  terms?  And  had  it  ever  been  suggested  to  the 
B.M.A.  that  chemists  would  be  willing  to  forego  prescribing 
for  the  sole  right  of  dispensing? 

Mr.  F.  C.  Wilson  thanked  Mr.  Mallinson  for  his  references 
to  his  (Mr.  Wilson's)  proposals  for  the  corporate  control  of 
pharmacy.  In  regard  to  Mr.  Parrj^'s  motion  in  the  Phar- 
maceutical Council,  Mr.  Wilson  hoped  there  would  be  no 
rancour  in  this  matter.  Mutual  consultation  was  often 
helpful.  It  might  be  that  Mr.  Parry  had  been  doing  a  little 
electioneering.  On  th.e  other  hand,  he  might  mean  his  sug- 
gested new  Committee  of  the  Council  to  be  really  helpful. 
Mr.  Wilson  asked  w^hether  the  N.P.U.  could  do  anything  about 
drug  stores  keeping  open  late  at  night,  long  after  the  legal 
closing  hour. 

Mr.  W.  Brown  reported  a  refusal  to  give  a  manufacturing 
firm  an  order  until  they  came  on  the  C.F.  List.  The  firm  had 
since  written  that  in  consequence  of  requests  by  many  chemists 
they  had  applied  to  be  put  on  the  List.  In  the  matter  of 
handling  N.H.I,  affairs,  he  would  certainly  prefer  this  work 
to  remain  under  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union. 

Mr.  R.  a.  Cross  said  in  this  matter  he  was  reminded  of 
the  adage  "By  their  fruits  shall  ye  know  them."  Judging 
from  the  fruits  of  the  efforts  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and 
the  N.P.U.,  he  had  no  hesitation  in  asking  for  continuance  of 
N.P.U.  handling  of  Health  Insurance  affairs.  "The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,"  said  Mr.  Cross,  "have  let  us  down  time 
after  time,  and  have  made  fools  of  us  in  regard  to  this  latest 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act.  If  N.H.I,  is  left  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  we  shall  never  get  any  nearer  what  we  want. 
The  N.P.IT.  should  have  our  heartiest  support." 

Mr.  W.  Sutcliffe  said  chemists  never  had  liked  this  dis- 
reputable discounting  clause.  "  The  Ministry  have  told  us 
they  are  verv  satisfied  w-ith  our  work,  but  every  time  the 
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contract  renewal  time  comes  round  they  delay  and  hold  up  and 
try  to  get  us  into  an  alley-way.  Personally,  I  feel  the  time 
has  arrived  when  we  should  make  a  very  definite  attempt 
to  educate  members  of  Parliament  to  the  exact  conditions 
under  which  chemists  are  doing  this  service,  and  the  kind  of 
payment  we  get,  and  that  we  should  be  paid  on  a  basis  of  a 
definite  something  to  be  agreed  upon.  I  believe  the  N.P.U. 
have  arranged  a  special  consultation  about  the  new  terms  and 
we  wish  them  success.  We  certainly  want  no  strike  of  chemists. 
As  business  men,  all  we  want  is  business  terms  and  a  business 
method  of  transacting  the  terms.  No  other  body  of  professional 
men  would  stand  what  we  have  to  stand.  In  regard  to  the 
Society  and  the  N.P.U.,  personally  I  think  it  is  a  matter  for 
regret  that  the  Council  should  be  persuaded  to  try  to  butt  in. 
Nobody  would  complain  of  joint  effort  if  it  is  likely  to  be  of 
any  value,  but  the  possibilities  of  joint  effort  were  already 
provided  for  by  the  joint  committee  already  set  up.  The 
Society  has  plenty  of  work  of  its  own.  It  is  receiving  money 
from  us,  and  we  want  something  for  it.  We  would  rather, 
I  think,  have  a  balanced  account  of  the  Society  than  a  new 
palace  for  headquarters. 

The  vote  of  confidence  in  the  N.P.U.  Executive  and  Mr. 
Mallinson  was  put  and  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.  Mallinson  expressed  appreciation  of  the  reception  he 
had  received  and  the  confidence  so  warmly  expressed.  Reply- 
ing to  the  various  questions,  he  said  linking  up  with  the 
doctors  for  better  terms  was  not  so  simple  as  it  appeared,  be- 
cause the  Act  definitely  earmarked  the  amounts  available  for 
each  section.    Separation  of  prescribing  and  dispensing  had,  of 


course,  been  mentioned  to  the  B.M.A.,  but  it  received  little 
acceptance  because  there  was  no  limit  to  what  the  doctors 
might  regard  as  prescribing.  It  had  been  pointed  out  that 
the  mere  supply  of  a  medicine  to  a  person  who  was  known 
to  he  ill  was,  unless  done  on  a  doctor's  prescription,  in  itself 
an  act  of  prescribing,  and  that  line  of  argument  could  be  ex- 
tended to  every  bottle  of  patent  medicine  or  box  of  advertised 
pills  a  chemist  may  hand  over  the  counter.  In  effect,  it 
could  go  the  length  of  implying  that  under  no  circumstances 
was  a  chemist  to  supply  medicines  except  on  a  doctor's  pre- 
scription. In  reply  to  Mr.  Wilson,  Mr.  Mallinson  said  there 
was  no  rancour  in  his  comments  on  the  Parry  resolution.  He 
had  great  respect  for  the  mover  and  seconder,  both  of  whom 
had  clone  much  good  work,  and  throughout  the  N.P.U.'s 
seventeen  years  he  had  been  a  warm  supporter  of  the  Society. 
But  the  N.P.U.  could  not  have  the  interests  of  retail  chemists 
jeopardised  by  interference.  He  was  prepared  to  suggest  quite 
definitely  that  whatever  else  might  be  behind  this  proposition 
there  was  nothing  substantial  behind  it  from  the  N.H.I,  point 
of  view.  "Who,"  he  asked,  "is  there  on  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  with  a  wider  knowledge  and  experience  of  N.H.I, 
affairs  from  the  chemists'  point  of  view  than  our  own  N.P.U. 
Executive.'  There  is  a  lot  of  truth  in  the  old  adage  that  the 
bigger  a  committee  the  less  the  work  done,  and  we  want  to 
avoid  that."  Replying  to  Mr.  Wilson's  point  about  drug 
stores,  Mr.  Mallinson  said  if  the  late  night  sales  were  ordinary 
goods  it  was  a  matter  for  the  local  shops  inspector.  If  it  was 
medicinal  goods,  the  drug  stores  were  under  the  same  exemp- 
tion provisions  as  chemists. 


Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 

London  Evening  Meeting 


THE  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  fortunate  in  securing 
as  lecturer  for  its  London  evening  meeting  on 
November  g  Mr.  T.  A.  Sprague,  D.Sc,  F.L.S.,  of 
the  Royal  Botanic  Gardens,  Kew,  whose  erudite  contributions 
to  the  Kew  "  Bulletin  of  Miscellaneous  Information  "  are 
almost  invariably  the  last  word  on  the  subjects  to  which  they 
relate.  The  president  of  the  Society  (Mr.  Thomas  Marns)  was  in 
the  chair,  and  the  secretary  (Mr.  H.  N.  Linstead)  was  at  his 
usual  post.  Among  the  audience  were  Mr.  Frank  Browne,  Dr.  J. 
Coutts,  Mr.  Harold  Deane,  Mr.  W.  K.  Fitch,  Mrs.  Irvine, 
Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish,  Mr.  C.  E.  Sage,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Herbert 
Skinner,  Mr.  T.  E.  Wallis,  Mr.  F.  G.  Wells,  and  Mr.  J.  C. 
Young.  Dr.  Sprague  had  evidently  been  at  pains  to  select 
from  among  his  lantern  slides  illustratiohs  of  pharmaceutical 
interest.  We  missed  from  his  representative  list  of  authors 
Apuleius  Platonicus  and  Macer  Floridus  ;  but  in  timing  a 
lecture  in  advance  a  lecturer  usually  has  to  discard  a  few 
of  the  less  important  names.  Dr.  Sprague  exercised  a  freedom 
not  yet  limited  by  international  control  in  his  Latin  quotations, 
and  ignored  the  "  reformed  "  pronunciation. 

The  President  briefly  opened  the  proceedings  by  explaining 
that  the  lecturer  had  made  a  special  study  of  the  obscurities 
frequently  found  in  herbals,  and  had  undertaken  the  task  of 
removing  them.    He  asked  Dr.  Sprague  to  lecture  on 

Early  Herbals 

[Abstract] 

A  herbal  has  been  defined  as  a  collection  of  descriptions  of 
plants  put  together  for  medical  purposes.  The  earliest  com- 
plete herbal  which  we  possess  is  the  Materia  Medica  of 
Dioscorides,  written  in  the  first  century  of  the  Christian  era. 
Dioscorides  was  a  Greek  physician  attached  to  the  Roman 
army  in  Asia,  during  the  reign  of  Nero,  and  his  herbal  in- 
cludes descriptions  of  about  500  medicinal  plants,  mostly 
natives  of  the  Mediterranean  region.  Among  the  more  valu- 
able vegetable  drugs  described  by  Dioscorides  were  aconite, 
hyo.scyamus,  opium,  liquorice,  squill,  colocynth,  castor  oil, 
colchicum  and  aloes.  Mandrake  was  used  to  stupefy  patients 
in  cases  of  amputation  or  cautery,  being  administered  three 
or  four  hours  beforehand.  The  different  forms  of  medicament 
used  included  liniments,  plasters,  poultices,  electuaries  and 
pills.  Pills  were  known  as  "  catapotia,"  and  if  necessary  were 
coated  with  wax  and  honey.  Adulteration  of  drugs  was  rife 
in  the  time  of  Dioscorides,  who  mentions  various  methods  of 
adulteration  and  means  of  detecting  ttiom. 


The  preparation  of  oils  and  unguents  formed  an  important 
part  of  the  druggist's  business,  and  Dioscorides  devotes  over 
forty  chapters  to  this  subject.  From  him  we  learn  that  the 
Romans  used  small  lengths  of  cane  for  brushing  their  teeth, 
since  he  mentions  that  the  green  twigs  of  the  mastic  tree 
(Pistacia  Lentiscus)  were  sometimes  employed  for  this  pur- 
pose instead  of  little  canes.  A  henna  shampoo,  used  for 
dyeing  the  hair  yellow  or  reddish,  was  made  by  pounding  up 
henna  leaves  which  had  previously  been  macerated  in  the 
juice  of  soapwort.  Dioscorides  mentions  at  least  eleven  other 
yellow  and  black  hair  dyes  obtained  from  different  plants. 
Vegetable  soots  obtained  by  burning  the  resin  of  certain 
coniferous  trees  were  used  for  blackening  the  eyebrows  and 
eyelashes.  A  hair-tonic  was  made  from  myrrh  and  ladanum 
mixed  with  myrtle  oil  and  wine,  and  bears'  grease  was  said 
to  make  hair  grow  again.  The  latex  of  a  kind  of  spurge 
(Euphorbia  Characias)  was  mixed  with  oil,  and  used  as  a 
ilepilatory. 

For  fifteen  centuries  the  Materia  Medica  of  Dioscorides  re- 
mained the  supreme  authority  on  vegetable  drugs.  A  Latin 
translation  of  it  was  printed  in  1478,  and  the  first  commen- 
tary appeared  in  15 16,  both  being  the  work  of  Italian 
botanists.  Much  plant-lore  was  preserved  and  handed  down 
during  the  Dark  Ages  in  manuscripts,  many  of  which  were 
l)ased  more  or  less  on  Dioscorides.  A  certain  knowledge  of 
drugs  was  kept  alive  in  the  monasteries.  The  manuscripts, 
l)eing  in  daily  use,  naturally  became  worn  out  in  course  of 
time,  and  were  copied  and  recopied  till  many  of  the  pictures 
became  unrecognisable  and  the  text  became  more  and  more 
corrupt.  Under  such  conditions  no  progress  could  be 
expected. 

EURICIUS  CORDUS 

We  owe  more  to  the  Arab  physicians  of  the  tenth  to  the 
thirteenth  century,  the  most  famous  of  whom  were  the 
young  Mesue,  Avicenna  and  Ibn  Baitar.  They  introduced 
into  European  medicine  various  oriental  drugs.  Much  of  the 
medical  and  phannaceutical  knowledge  of  the  Arab  physicians 
was  inherited  by  the  school  of  Salerno  in  Southern  Italy. 
Tradition  also  played  a  large  part  in  keeping  alive  knowledge 
concerning  medicinal  plants.  The  itinerant  root-gatherer  had 
a  place  in  the  economic  systems  both  of  ancient  Greece  and 
sixteenth-century  Germany.  Euricius  Cordus  in  1534  men- 
tions that  among  the  roots  sold  by  the  root-gatherers  in  Ger- 
many were  those  of  the  mandrake,  trimmed  to  the  semblance 
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of  the  human  form.  The  principal  textbook  of  materia  medica 
was  a  worlc  first  printed  in  1485  at  Mainz  and  generally  known 
as  the  "  Ortus  Sanitatis  "  or  "  Garden  of  Health."  Although 
this  work  was  not  printed  till  the  last  quarter  of  the  fifteenth 
century,  the  substance  of  it  is  evidently  much  older.  Most 
of  the  plant  portraits  are  extremely  crude  and  conven- 
tionalised, owing  apparently  to  their  having  been  re-copied 
several  or  many  times.  Some  are  unrecognisable,  others  such 
as  the  common  toad-flax,  Linaria  vulgaris,  are  diagrammatic, 
but  easily  identified,  while  a  few,  e.g.,  that  of  the  common 
columbine,    Aquilegia  vulgaris,   are  accurately  drawn. 

The  best  idea  of  the  state  of  medicine  and  pharmacy  in  the 
early  sixteenth  century  is  obtainable  from  the  "  Botano- 
logicon  "  (or  "  Botanical  Dialogue  ")  of  Euricius  Cordus,  who 
was  Professor  of  Medicine  at  Marburg.  This  is  written  in  the 
form  of  a  dialogue  between  Euricius  Cordus,  his  brother-in-law 
Joachim  Ralla,  the  principal  druggist  of  Leipzig,  two  of  his 
friends,  and  a  student.  Cordus  shows  the  party  round  his 
garden  at  Marburg,  and  then  takes  them  for  a  short  botanical 
excursion  into  the  country.  Stress  is  laid  on  the  supreme 
value  of  Dioscorides,  and  the  identity  of  several  of  his  plants 
is  discussed  in  a  thoroughly  scientific  way. 

Otto  Brunfels 

One  of  the  chief  obstacles  to  the  progress  of  pharmacy  was 
the  difficulty  of  identifying  the  drugs  prescribed.  This  was 
met  by  the  provision  of  excellent  wood-cut  illustrations  in  the 
early  German  herbals.  The  first  of  these  German  herbalists 
was  Otto  Brunfels,  who  was  successively  a  monk,  an  evange- 
lical pastor,  a  schoolmaster  and  a  physician.  The  first  volume 
of  his  herbal  appeared  in  1530,  and  the  second  in  1531.  The 
herbal  consisted  of  original  wood-cuts  of  medicinal  plants, 
wild  or  cultivated,  in  Germany,  accompanied  by  extracts 
from  previous  writers.  The  text  was,  in  fact,  largely  a  com- 
pilation. The  great  value  of  the  book  is  that  we  can  identify 
the  various  plants  by  means  of  their  pictures.  As  might  be 
expected  from  Brunfels's  upbringing,  his  herbal  contains  a 
good  deal  of  classical  and  mediaeval  superstition.  He  believed 
in  the  transmutation  of  one  species  into  another.  He  thought 
that  after  the  daffodil  {Narcissus  pseudo-narcissus)  had 
flowered  in  spring  and  its  leaves  had  disappeared,  its  bulb 
gradually  sank  into  the  ground  and  became  hardened,  and 
that  it  then  sent  up  in  autumn  the  flower  of  the  autumn  crocus 
(Colchicum  autumnale).  The  bulb  then  gradually  softened 
and  rose  once  more  near  the  surface  of  the  ground,  turning 
into  the  daffodil  in  the  following  spring.  Brunfels's  ideas  of 
sex  in  plants  were  very  primitive. 

Short  cuts  were  ever  popular,  and  in  the  Middle  Ages  it  was 
believed  that  each  plant  had  imprinted  on  it  by  the  Creator  a 
mark  which  indicated  its  properties  and  uses.  This  was  the 
doctrine  of  signatures.  If  the  result  did  not  come  up  to 
expectation,  it  was  the  interpretation  of  the  mark  that  was  at 
fault,  not  the  doctrine.  Thus  a  twisted  snake-like  root  was 
an  antidote  for  snake-bite,  orchid  tubers  were  supposed  to 
restore  enfeebled  virility,  lung-like  plants  were  good  for 
diseases  of  the  lungs,  those  resembling  liver  in  shape  or  colour 
were  remedies  for  liver  complaints,  and  swellings  on  the  roots 
could  cure  glandular  and  other  swellings  in  the  body. 

Hieronymus  Bock  (or  Tragus)  was  the  next  German  herbalist. 
Born  in  1498,  he  was  educated  by  his  parents  with  a  view  to 
his  entering  a  monastery,  but  had  no  vocation  for  that  life, 
and  became  a  schoolmaster,  and  afterwards  an  evangelical 
pastor  at  Hombach  in  the  Palatinate.  He  was  a  herbalist 
with  a  wider  knowledge  of  medicinal  plants  than  either  Brunfels 
or  Fuchs.  His  herbal,  or  "New  Kreutter  Buch,"  was  pub- 
lished at  Strasbourg  in  1339.  It  is  chiefly  noteworthy  for  the 
oriarinal  descriptions  of  plants  which  it  contains.  Bock  thought 
that  a  good  description  was  all  that  was  necessary  in  order 
to  identify  a  plant,  and  the  first  edition  of  his  herbal  accord- 
ingly contained  no  pictures.  But  illustrations  were  added  in 
the  later  editions,  in  order  to  obtain  a  better  sale  for  the 
work.    Bock's  herbal  has  not  yet  been  studied  in  detail. 

Leonhard  Fuchs 

Fuchs  was  born  in  1501  and  died  in  1566,  having  spent  the 
last  thirty-one  years  of  his  life  as  Professor  of  Medicine  at 
Tiibingen  in  Wurtemberg.  His  "  Historia  Stirpium  "  or 
herbal  was  a  noble  folio  volume  published  in  1542  and  con- 
taining many  full-page  wood-cut  illustrations  of  plants.  The 
text  is  methodically  arranged  and  appears  at  first  sight  to  be 
original,  but  is  largely  a  compilation  from  previous  authors. 


He  dealt  with  487  species  and  varieties,  as  compared  with 
258  in  Brunfels.  Over  loo  of  the  plants  had  not  been  illus- 
trated previously,  though  many  of  them  had  been  described  by 
Bock.  The  most  important  new  medicinal  plant  described  by 
Fuchs  was  the  foxglove.  Digitalis  purpurea.  The  Welsh 
physicians  of  the  thirteenth  century  had  used  the  foxglove  for 
tne  preparation  of  external  medicines,  but  there  seems  to  have 
been  little  or  no  communication  between  them  and  the  physi- 
cians of  the  outside  world.  Fuchs  gave  an  excellent  picture 
of  dog  senna,  Cassia  obovata.  The  leaflets  of  this  species  are 
occasionally  substituted  nowadays  for  those  of  Alexandrian, 
senna  (C.  acutijolia)  and  Tinnevelly  senna  (C.  angustifolia). 
The  illustration  of  squill  (Urginea  maritima)  was  a  made-up' 
one :  obviously  Fuchs  had  never  seen  the  living  plant.  Two- 
clusters  of  flowers  are  shown  instead  of  one,  and  the  flowers 
have  four  parts  instead  of  six.  A  spongy-looking  lichen,  now 
known  as  Lobaria  pulmonaria,  was  then  called  Pulmonaria  and 
used  for  pulmonary  complaints.  In  addition  to  medicinal 
plants  the  sixteenth-century  herbals  included  food-plants  and 
other  economic  plants.  Among  the  new  wild  flowers  described 
by  Fuchs  were  Ranunculus  sceleraius,  the  acid  juice  of  which 
was  used  by  vile  able-bodied  mendicants  to  produce  sores  with 
which  to  excite  the  compassion  of  the  passers-by. 

Valerius  Corpus 

The  greatest  of  the  sixteenth-century  herbalists  was  Valerius 
Cordus.  He  was  born  in  1515,  and  was  inspired  by  his  father, 
Euricius  Cordus,  with  a  love  of  medicine  and  botany.  He  was 
trained  in  classical  scholarship  and  scientific  principles  by  his 
father,  and  received  practical  instruction  in  pharmacy  from  his 
uncle,  Joachim  Ralla  of  Leipzig.  His  writings  were  not  pub- 
lished until  after  his  death.  They  include,  besides  his  herbal,  a 
commentary  on  the  Materia  Medica  of  Dioscorides,  his  "  Dis- 
pensatorium  "  or  Pharmacopoeia,  which  was  issued  in  1546 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Town  Council  of  Nuremberg,  and  a 
short  account  of  the  extraction  of  active  principles  from 
crude  drugs,  and  of  the  distillation  of  essential  oils. 

Cordus  mentioned  several  different  kinds  of  styrax  or 
storax.  Among  these  were  Sumatra  benzoin,  a  balsamic  resin 
obtained  from  Styrax  benzoin,  and  possessing  carminative  and 
antiseptic  properties.  A  second  kind  was  true  storax,  a  fragrant 
resin  obtained  from  the  stem  of  Styrax  officinalis.  This  was 
imported  from  Asia  Minor,  and  sometimes  contained  the  fleshy 
fruits  of  the  same  tree,  which  open  by  splitting  into  three 
valves,  exposing  the  hard  seed  coat  surrounding  the  fleshy 
kernel.  This  description  of  the  fruit,  given  by  Cordus,  con- 
firms the  identification.  True  storax  is  no  longer  on  the  market. 
A  third  kind  of  storax  was  liquid  storax,  obtained  by  wound- 
ing the  bark  of  Liquidambar  orientalis,  a  native  of  Asia  Minor. 
Under  the  name  storax  this  is  still  used,  in  the  form  of  an 
ointment  prepared  with  benzoinated  lard,  as  a  parasiticide  in 
scabies.  The  bark  of  Liquidambar  orientalis  after  extraction 
of  the  liquid  storax  was  known  as  Nascaphthum,  Thyniiama 
and  Storax  rubea.  Along  with  this  bark  were  frequently  found 
certain  peculiar  fruits  of  which  an  illustration  was  supplied 
by  Gesner.  These  are  obviously  the  compound  fruits  of 
Liquidambar  orientalis,  and  thus  confirm  the  identification  of 
the  bark. 

The  sixteenth-century  herbals  form  an  essential  link  in  the 
history  of  botany  and  pharmacy.  In  these  days  of  increasing 
specialisation  there  is  a  tendency  to  treat  the  literature  of 
previous  centuries  as  of  merely  historic  interest  and  to  work  in 
water-tight  compartments,  with  the  result  that  valuable  in- 
formation is  sometimes  lost  to  sight.  Amomum  of  Dioscorides 
was  identified  in  1593  by  Garcia  del  Huerto  ("  Arom.  Hist.," 
124),  who  illustrated  it  by  a  picture  of  a  Dionysia  (Primulacese). 
It  was  identified  as  Dionysia  diapensiifolia  by  the  late  E.  M. 
Holmes  in  1887,  and  by  Dymock,  Warden  and  Hooper  in  1891, 
yet  even  Thiselton  Dyer,  who  had  a  very  wide  knowledge  of 
classical  and  mediaeval  literature  concerning  economic  plants, 
was  unaware  of  their  researches,  and  accepted  the  hypothesis 
of  Nicolo  Marogna  (1608)  that  Amomum  of  Dioscorides  was 
the  strobilus  of  -An  Amomum.  Nothing  is  more  striking  in  the 
history  of  pharmacognosy  than  the  great  time-lag  that  some- 
times occurs  between  the  discovery  and  use  of  a  vegetable 
drug,  and  the  botanical  description  of  the  plant  that  yields  it. 
The  famous  drug  Costus  arabicus  (Saussurea  Lappa)  is  men- 
tioned in  the  Old  Testament  as  one  of  the  inerreHients  of  the 
holy  anointing  oil,  and  was  known  to  Theophrastus  and 
Dioscorides,  yet  its  botanical  source  was  not  established  until 
1842.  The  lesser  galangal  (Languas  officinarum)  has  been  em- 
ployed in  pharmacy  for  over  1,000  years,  but  the  plant  which 
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yields  it  was  not  described  botanically  until  1873.  The  need 
for  exploration  by  a  skilled  pharmacognosist  is  suggested  by 
the  fact  that  we  are  still  ignorant  of  the  precise  botanical 
sources  of  such  drugs  as  curare,  coto  bark  and  sagapenum. 

Discussion  and  Vote  of  Thanks 

Mr.  John  Noble  asked  if  the  lecturer  could  certify  the 
accuracy  of  the  botanical  illustrations  used  in  packets  of 
cigarettes.  He  thought  it  extraordinary  that  practising 
pharmacists  did  not  pay  more  attention  to  the  retailing  of 
herbs. 

Dr.  Sprague  replied  that  those  illustrations  which  he  had 
seen  of  the  type  mentioned  were  not  at  all  bad.  The  final 
result  was,  no  doubt,  an  approximation.  (Laughter.) 

Dr.  Dewar  pointed  out  that  the  varied  activities  of  some 
of  the  early  writers  of  herbals  seemed  to  be  a  negation  of 
specialisation.  At  what  date  did  scientific  botany  begin  to 
develop  ? 

Dr.  Sprague  remarked  that  herbals  had  been  written  by 
pharmacists,  physicians,  botanists,  and  by  Valerius  Cordus, 
who  was  "  all  three."  Linnaeus  and,  later,  Fliickiger  and 
Hanbury  wrote  on  other  subjects  in  addition  to  botany.  Prob- 
ably a  date  near  1900  marked  the  beginning  of  pure  botany. 

Mr.  Sage,  in  a  reminiscent  speech,  said  he  used  to  have  a 
stuffed  crocodile  hanging  in  his  laboratory. 

Mr.  Wallis  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  lecturer,  who, 
he  pointed  out,  had  taught  the  audience  a  good  deal  of  history. 
The  aim  of  the  old  herbalists  or  pharmacognosists  was  to 
ensure  that  the  patient  got  what  the  physician  ordered.  In 
doing  so  they  sometimes  obtained  unexpected  results.  Dr. 
Sprague  had  given  years  of  study  to  his  subject,  and  those 
present  were  specially  indebted  to  him  for  inspiring  them  to 
work  well  and  truly  in  their  daily  vocations. 

Mr.  Deane,  in  seconding,  asked  if  the  lecturer  could  tell  the 
audience  how  many  of  the  500  drugs  mentioned  by  Dioscorides 
were  still  used.  The  tendency  now  seemed  to  be  to  reduce 
the  number  still  employed.  Cosmetics  were  evidently  of 
ancient  origin.  Unfortunately  authors  copied  errors  from  one 
another. 

The  vote  of  thanks  was  carried  by  acclamation,  and  Dr. 
Sprague,  in  a  brief  acknowledgment,  expressed  the  view  that 
only  between  twenty  and  thirty  of  the  plants  known  to 
Dioscorides  were  still  used. 

Committee  of  Inquiry 

A  meeting  of  the  Committee  of  Inquiry  was  held  recently. 
Mr.  Marns  was  appointed  chairman.  The  Committee  approved 
the  following  draft  programme  of  work  :  — 

Economic. — Study  the  number  of  pharmacists  and  phar- 
macies in  relation  to  public  needs  ;  growth  of  numbers  of 
shops  ;  growth  of  numbers  of  entrants  ;  types  of  ownership  of 
pharmacies  ;  growth  of  co-operative  societies  and  multiple- 
pharmacy  companies.  Lines  along  which  services  of  retail 
pharmacist  to  public  are  developing.  National  Health  Insur- 
ance Act  developments.  Development  of  institutional  phar- 
macy. Extent  of  dispensing  by  medical  practitioners.  Extent 
of  supply  of  drugs,  etc.,  by  unqualified  traders.  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society's  qualifications  and  their  suitability  to  present- 
day  needs.  Cost  of  qualification  in  comparison  with  other 
qualifications.    Desirability  of  an  assistant's  qualification. 

Historical. — Relations  between  grocers,  apothecaries  and 
physicians  from  seventeenth  century.  What  were  circumstances 
when  Society  was  founded? 

Parliamentary. — Pharmacy  Bills  and  inquiries  since  1900. 
Parliamentary  activities  of  similar  bodies.  Organisation  of 
pharmacy  for  parliamentary  purposes. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society. — Its  development  ;  objects, 
powers  and  duties  ;  effect  of  the  Jenkin  case  ;  constitution  of 
Council.  Qualifications  for  registration  (including  university 
degrees  and  foreign  and  colonial  qualifications).  Directions  in 
which  constitution  might  be  modernised. 

Subcommittees 

It  was  decided  to  set  up  subcommittees  for  collecting 
material  as  follows  :  — 

Subcommittee  i. — Economics  of  the  practice  of  pharmacy  in 
shops. 

Subcommittee  2. — Economics  of  the  practice  of  pharmacy  on 
the  wholesale  and  manufacturing  scale  and  in  the  public 
services. 

Subcommittee  j. — Historical  and  parliamentary. 
Subcommittee  4. — Pharmaceutical  Society. 


Views  and  Memoranda 

It  was  agreed  to  invite  the  following  bodies  to  submit  their 
views :  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  ;  Wholesale  Drug 
Trade  Association  ;  Gui.d  of  Pubhc  Pharmacists  ;  North  British

The  Late  F.  G.  Mines 

A  Tribute  by  Herbert  Skinner 

TWENTY-SIX  years  have  passed  since  I  was  first  intro- 
duced to  Frank  Hines  through  the  good  offices  of  our 
mutual  friend  John  Humphrey.  It  was  not,  how- 
ever, until  1916  that  we  clashed  ;  we  were  candidates  at 
the  same  election  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council. 
He  failed  then,  but  a  coalition  in  1917  gave  the  desired  result, 
and  he  was  returned.  It  thus  came  about  that  all  his  casual 
strivings  of  previous  years  were  then  concentrated  into  Council 
activities  and  ancillary  services,  which  at  that  time  in- 
cluded National  Health  Insurance  and  even  other  business 
activities  affecting  the  practice  of  pharmacy. 

To  say  that  Frank  Hines  was  a  good  mixer  with  his  col- 
leagues would  be  an  exaggeration.  His  outlook  on  life  was 
singularly  clear,  the  governing  passion  being  a  hatred  of  shams 
and  humbug.  His  scorn  and  hardness  in  his  reaction  to  pre- 
tence, from  whatever  quarter,  was  something  one  cannot 
forget.  Sometimes  it  overflowed,  and  officialism,  where  it 
tried  to  bluff,  stirred  his  soul  into  revolt.  His  natural  charac- 
teristic was  individualist,  with  an  absence  of  fear  which 
frequently  chilled  his  opponents.  Like  all  the  immediate  presi- 
dents before  him,  he  became  the  target  for  vilification  by  one 
or  two  disgruntled  members  of  the  Society.  His  reaction 
to  this  sort  of  thing  was  to  hit  back  and  exact  an  apology  ; 
he  had  a  strong  sense  of  his  own  integrity  that  would  not 
stand  nonsense  from  whatever  source.  He  was  one  of  the 
gallant  five  that  refused  to  bow  the  knee  to  a  demand  of  the 
Privy  Council  ;  only  two  are  now  left.  He  learned,  perhaps 
too  late,  that  to  sacrifice  oneself  for  others  may  be  a  great 
thing  in  life  but  it  gets  one  nowhere  in  economic  existence. 

But  the  sentimental  feelings  that  are  the  bane  of  altruists 
were  quite  absent  from  his  make-up.  Our  Council  meeting 
nights,  for  some  years,  were  spent  together  in  my  house,  where 
he  frequently  stayed  ;  and  we  planned  campaigns  in  unison 
into  the  small  hours  of  the  morning.  His  physical  well-being 
and  activity  seemed  to  be  unfailing.  We  had  some  grand 
fights  as  comrades,  for  he  was  a  great  fellow  to  have  on  one's 
side,  a  man  with  a  serene  and  unflinching  courage.  When  he 
stood  as  a  parliamentary  candidate  for  the  Loughborough 
division  it  seemed  to  me  his  energies  were  being  deflected,  and 
we  had  some  serious  talks  on  the  subject.  His  failure  there 
brought  him  back  to  Council  activities ;  but  somehow  there 
was  from  then  onwards  an  extended  interest  in  which  phar- 
macy was  only  a  part.  His  last  lone  fight  on  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Council  was  typical  of  the  man,  courageous  enough  to 
think  he  could  stem  the  stream  of  affairs  in  which  he  had 
acquiesced.  We  wanted  him  still,  for  he  could  have  done 
much.  His  strength  of  friendship  will  remain,  and  I  for  one 
feel  that  his  absence  from  the  Council  was  a  loss  to  pharmacy. 
May  the  future  provide  us  with  a  few  more  like  Frank  Hines, 
a  true  Captain  Courageous. 


Ascorbic  acid  in  fruit  and  vegetables. — Variation  in  the 
ascorbic  acid  content  of  gooseberries,  black  currants,  straw- 
berries, peas,  potatoes  and  asparagus  has  been  studied  by  the 
micro  method  of  determination  with  2  :  6 — dichlorophenol — - 
indophenol.

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Developments  in  Cosmetics 


A MEETING  of  the  Western  (London)  Pharmacists'  Asso- 
ciation and  the  National  Association  of  Women 
Pharmacists  has  become  a  traditional  annual  fixture,  at 
vvhicn  a  topic  of  interest  to  both  sides  is  usually  adopted. 
At  this  year's  meeting,  which  took  place  at  Stewart's 
Restaurant,  W.i,  on  November  4,  it  was  evident  that  the 
subject  was  particularly  attractive  to  the  women  pharmacists, 
who  attended  in  force.  Mr.  G.  Thomas  (Western  president) 
was  in  the  chair,  supported  on  the  platform  hy  Miss  E.  B. 
Blundell  and  Miss  G.  Hindes  (president  and  secretary, 
N.A.W.P.),  and  Mr.  Clifford  Evans  (Western  secretary).  After 
the  minutes  of  the  last  joint  meeting  had  been  read,  the  presi- 
dent introduced  the  speaker,  Mr.  Frank  Atkins,  B.Sc,  A.I.C., 
who,  he  said,  was  a  pharmacist,  and  Mr.  Atkins  gave  an 
address  on 

Modern  Cosmetic  Developments 

Tlie  original  basis  of  face  powders  was,  he  said,  starch, 
occa.sionally  perfumed,  and  at  a  later  date  coloured  ;  the  dis- 
advantages of  this  material  led  to  investigations  into  possible 
alternatives.  The  properties  of  a  satisfactory  face  powder 
were  that  it  must  prevent  shine  and  dissipate  perspiration. 
These  were  in  a  sense  opposite  factors  which  it  was  not  easy 
to  reconcile.  The  powder  must  adhere  well,  cover  well,  pro- 
vide some  amount  of  pigmentation,  spread  smoothly  and 
possess  a  pleasant  perfume.  Other  raw  materials  that  had  been 
tried  were  talc,  which  had  "  slip  "  but  poor  covering  power  ; 
calciimi  and  magnesium  carbonates,  which  had  fair  covering 
power  and  were  absorlient  ;  kaolin,  which  was  n(-)w  being  re- 
commended as  highly  suitable  ;  and  zinc  oxide,  which  had 
always  found  a  place  on  account  of  its  good  covering  power, 
fair  absorption  and  small  particles  resulting  from  the  process 
of  its  manufacture.  The  greatest  step  forward  had  been  the 
introduction  of  zinc  and  magnesium  stearates,  which  had  an 
affinity  for  non-aqueous  liquids,  such  as  the  grease  of  the  skin. 
There  had  hecn  a  movement  in  favour  of  titanium  dioxide 
instead  of  zinc  oxide,  but  while  it  had  three  or  four  times 
the  covering  power  of  the  latter,  it  was  less  smooth  and  did 
not  appear  to  have  any  other  advantages,  although  its  cost 
was  three  or  four  times  as  much.  Real  advances  had  been 
made  in  the  methods  of  preparation  of  face  powders  ;  in  grind- 
ing, for  example,  newer  types  of  disintegrators  had  been 
introduced.  A  particularly  novel  machine  recently  devised  in 
the  United  States  and  called  a  "  microniser  "  acted  without 
grinding  wheels,  on  the  principle  of  projecting  powder  in  two 
impinging  jets  which  subjected  each  other  to  their  own 
grinding  action.  Improvements  had  also  taken  place  in  sifting. 
Silk  as  a  screen  was  effective  but  slow.  The  modern  turbine 
sifter  worked  on  a  centrifugal  principle  forcing  the  powder 
through  a  silk  drum  ;  its  main  advantage  was  probably  speed. 
The  natural  hydrated  ochres  (yellow,  golden,  etc.)  which  had 
formerly  been  used  as  mined,  i.e.,  complete  with  impurities, 
had  been  superseded  by  modern  synthetic  ochres  which  were 
precipitated  from  ferric  salts,  probably  with  caustic  alkali. 
Soluble  dyes  were  not  used  by  reputable  makers,  because  they 
were  bound  to  result  in  streakiness  and  were  not  light-fast. 

Bases  for  Face  Powders 

With  the  improvements  in  face  powders,  the  necessity  for 
special  bases  became  apparent.  Consequently,  vanishing 
creams  were  invented  and  improved. 

A  most  recent  development  was  the  use  of  cetyl  alcohol, 
which  had  the  advantage  that  it  had  no  content  of  unsaturated 
fatty  acids.  Lanolin  was  a  popular  ingredient  of  creams  up  to 
a  point,  but  was  not  widely  adopted  in  cosmetics  owing  to  its 
drawbacks  of  smell,  colour  and  stickiness.  Hence  the  intro- 
duction of  concentrated  lanolins  and  later  of  cholesterin  and 
oxycholesterin,  which  had  been  identified  as  the  active 
constituents  of  lanolin.  These  were  now  available  com- 
mercially, bufj  it  was  interesting  to  note  that  they 
were  obtained  not  from  lanolin  but  as  a  by-product  of 
cod-liver  oil.  The  high  emulsifying  power  of  these  sub- 
stances was  shown  by  the  fact  that  vaseline  containing  i  per 
cent,  of  cholesterol  would  form  a  water-in-oil  emulsion  incor- 
porating as  much  as  30  per  cent,  of  water.  In  a  cream  made 
with  these  products,  absolute  neutrality  was  achieved.  Pro- 
prletaiy  emulsifjdng  agents  were  fairly  numerous,  based  mostly 


on  cholesterol  or  glycol  (e.g.,  diglycol  stearate).  A  vanishing 
cream  was  in  effect  a  suspension  of  free  stearic  acid  in  alkahne 
stearates  formed  in  situ.  As  made,  it  tended  to  "  roll  "  and 
pick  up  dirt.  Ammonia  was  an  ingredient  which  yielded  a 
cream  nearer  neutralit}^  than  sodium  or  petassium  soap  creams 
but  was  difficult  to  work  in  practice.  A  substituted  ammonia, 
triethanolamine — a  viscous  non-volatile  liquid — was  now  largely 
used  in  hand  creams.  The  manufacture  of  creams  having  an 
acid  pH  had  been  made  possible  by  the  use  of  derivatives  of 
the  higher  fatty  alcohols.  Until  recently,  these  were  a  labora- 
tory curiosity,  but  they  were  now  manufactured  on  a  commer- 
cial scale  in  Germany.  These  compounds  could  be  made  to 
form  acid  sulphates  which  combined  with  alcohols  and  tended 
to  behave  as  soaps  yet  were  not  affected  by  small  quantities 
of  acid.  It  was  these  substances  which  were  used  in  lemon 
hand-creams  and  the  like.  Colloids,  such  as  gelatin,  were 
sometimes  used  in  creams.  Their  chief  disadvantage  was  lia- 
bility to  ferment  and  to  develop  moulds,  necessitating  the  use 
of  presei-vatives.  Some  four  years  ago,  a  new  series  of  preser- 
vatives had  been  introduced  in  the  esters  of  para-hydroxy- 
benzoic  acid,  which  had  the  advantage  over  benzoic  and 
salicylic  acids  of  exerting  a  preservative  action  in  alkaline 
solutions.  Even  the  sodium  esters  of  para-hydroxybenzoic  acid 
exerted  this  preservative  action. 

A  Question  of  Preservatives 
Mr.  Atkins  here  interpolated  an  interesting  point  for  pharma- 
cists to  consider  in  connexion  with  the  preservative  used  for 
lard  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia.  The  benzoin  which  was 
official  was  the  Sumatra  variety,  which  contained  probably 
cinnamyl  benzoate.  This  had  been  found  by  certain  American 
workers  to  have  no  power  of  preventing  rancidity.  The  active 
constituent  of  Siam  benzoin  (coniferyl  benzoate),  on  the  other 
hand,  had  this  power.  Rancidity,  the  speaker  emphasised,  must 
not  be  confused  with  troubles  such  as  mould.  It  was  a  waste 
of  time  to  use  bactericides  as  a  preservative  against  rancidity, 
as  this  was  purely  a  matter  of  oxidation.  He  thought  the 
subject  suitable  for  investigation  by  pharmaceutical  research 
workers.  Recently,  an  improvement  on  Nipagin  had  been 
synthesised,  although  it  was  not  yet  on  the  market.  This 
would,  so  far  as  could  be  ascertained,  definitely  prevent 
rancidity.  There  existed,  he  went  on,  non-fermentable  colloids, 
of  which  an  example  was  amyl  cellulose.  This  was  soluble  in 
cold  water  and  insoluble  in  boiling  water,  and  could  be  used 
in  place  of  gelatin  in  creams. 

SoAPLESs  Shampoos 
Turning  from  creams  to  shampoos,  Mr.  Atkins  remarked  that 
the  popularity  of  cosmetics  probably  resulted  from  the  popu- 
larity of  permanent  waving.  The  objection  to  soap  shampoos 
was  that  they  precipitated  with  hard  water,  leaving  a  deposit 
on  the  hair  during  the  rinsing  process.  Soapless  shampoos 
consisted  of  the  so-called  "  sulphonated  "  fatty  alcohols  rather 
lower  in  the  series  than  those  used  as  emulsifying  agents.  They 
were  prepared  from  natural  material,  such  as  coconut  oil,  in 
the  stages:  coconut  oil,  fatty  acid,  fatty  alcohol,  acid  sulphate, 
sodium  sulphate  of  lauryl  alcohol.  The  advantage  of  the 
soapless  shampoos  was  that  they  left  no  curd  on  the  hair,  were 
practically  neutral,  and  were  compatible  with  acids.  The 
liquid  soapless  shampoos  consisted  of  the  triethanolamine  salt 
of  the  fatty  acid  and  were  miscible  in  all  proportions  with 
water. 

The  speaker  next  dealt  with  depilatories,  reminding  his 
hearers  that  they  practically  all  depended  upon  the  sulphides. 
The  objection  to  sulphides  was  the  odour  which  developed 
upon  contact  with  water.  As  this  resulted  from  hydrolysis,  it 
could  be  prevented  if  users  of  the  depilatories  were  instructed 
to  scrape  off  the  depilatory  first  and  then  damp  the  part  with 
a  5  per  cent,  solution  of  zinc  sulphate  in  water  or  rose  water. 
The  chemical  effect  of  this  was  to  convert  all  the  sulphide  into 
non-hydrolvsable  zinc  sulphide.

The  markeis  have  been  rather  featureless  this  week,  with  the  aggre- 
gate of  business  not  up  to  expectations.  The  consuming  tra,de  is 
not  at  all  bad,  but  in  other  directions  business  remains  very 
<iuiet.  Values  of  most  products  are  keeping  quite  steady,  and  a 
number  of  items  are  distinctly  firm.  Conditions  in  the  Phar.maceu- 
Tic.AL  Chemic.\ls  markets  are  steady,  but  rather  quiet.  The  demand 
for  ErHEDRiNE  Hydrochloride  (B.P.)  has  certainly  slackened,  and 
values  tend  to  move  to  a  lower  level.  First-hand  suppliers  of 
Sanionim  have  advanced  their  basic  price;  the  demand  is  slow,  and 
there  may  be  outside  competition. 

Crude  Drugs 

Some  spot  holders  of  old  crop  Agar  have  again  reduced  their 
prices,  desiring  to  clear  stocks.  The  spot  values  for  Curasao  Aides 
are  fully  maintained;  there  appear  to  be  no  shipment  offers  from  the 
source.  Canada  Balsam  is  firm  on  spot,  but  in  quiet  demand.  Steady 
sale  continues  of  Japanese  Camphor  at  full  prices.  At  the  further 
declines  shipment  quotations  for  Cardamoms  seem  likely  to  become 
steadier.  Business  in  Cascara  .^'agrada  has  been  of  little  im- 
portance. Cochineal  remains  in  small  supply  on  spot.  Bergen 
reports  the  shipment  market  for  Norwegian  Cod-liver  Oil  remains 
quiet.  Interest  in  Ergot  is  confined  to  small  spot  business.  Sudan 
<jUM  Acacia  is  still  a  disappointing  market,  with  spot  and  shipment 
prices  again  easier.  Although  the  demand  has  recently  been  quieter, 
values  for  all  descriptions  of  Honey  are  fully  maintained.  A  very 
fair  demand  for  Hydrastis  on  spot;  shipment  market  firm.  New 
York  rejjorts  small  stocks  of  Lobelia  Herb;  there  is  no  shortage  in 
London.  The  demand  for  Japanese  Menthol  is  still  quite  good,  and 
arrivals  are  quickly  cleared  into  consumption;  values  are  firm  and 
Japanese  shippers'  quotations  are  dearer.  Peppers  are  steadier.  The 
small  stocks  of  linuBAKB  are  meeting  with  very  little  demand;  con- 
sumers appear  to  be  awaiting  arrivals,  due  about  the  end  of  the 
month.  Actual  business  in  Senega  has  not  been  very  much,  but  the 
reports  from  the  source  indicate  a  very  strong  position. 

Essential  Oils 

Some  shipment  offers  of  Anise  (Star);  spot  stocks  small  and  at 
full  prices.  Bergamot  remains  dull,  spot  and  forward.  It  is  stated 
that  the  source  has  no  Brazilian  Bois  de  Rose  to  offer  for  shipment. 
Holders  of  si>ot  supplies  of  Cassia  find  business  quiet.  Civet  is 
reported  to  be  in  very  short  supply  here,  and  there  are  no  offers 
forthcoming  from  the  source.  Bulk  supplies  of  American  Cedarwood 
are  being  quoted  at  keen  prices.  Java  and  Ceylon  Citronella  remain 
quiet.  Australian  Eucalyptus  is  fractionally  cheaper,  with  rather 
more  supplies  about.  Ceylon  Ci.n'.vamdn  Leaf  is  slightly  cheaper  for 
shipment.  The  full  prices  being  indicated  by  the  source  for  the 
coming  new  crop,  Sicilian  hand-pressed  Lemon  are  not  attracting 
business.  Lemongrass  remains  dull.  Shipment  quotations  for  new 
crop  Mandarin  are  easier.  One  or  two  shipment  offers  for  French 
Guinei\  Orange;  it  is  understood  these  refer  to  oil  produced  from 
unripe  fruit.

Putting  Pharmacy  "  On  the  Map  " 

— A  good  deal  has  been  said  and  written  lately  about 
spending  money  on  advertising  pharmacists.  We  see  people 
drinking  more  milk  and  people  eating  more  fruit,  but  have  we 
stopped  to  think  what  it  cost  to  make  people  drink  more  milk 
and  eat  more  fruit?  Have  we  stopped  to  think  that  the  cows 
and  the  orchards  are  not  in  competition  with  anything  which 
can  advertise  against  them?  Some  years  ago  there  was  a 
proposal  to  spend  money  in  telling  the  public  it  was  better  to 
get  their  medicines  from  a  chemist's  shop  owned  by  an  indi- 
vidual than  from  one  owned  by  a  chain-store  company.  The 
sum  of  money  subscribed  for  that  purpose  was  not  sufficient 
to  pay  for  one  insertion  of  one  page  in  a  popular  London 
daily  and  the  subscriptions  were  returned  to  the  subscribers, 
very'  properly.  Have  we  thought  that  the  competitors  it 
was  proposed  to  squash  could  have  multiplied  our  efforts  a 
hundred  times  without  straining  their  bank  balances?  I  am 
told  that  the  proprietary  medicine  people  spend  about 
;i'6, 000,000  a  year  on  advertising,  that  if  any  one  of  them  sus- 
pends his  campaign  for  a  month  his  sales  go  down,  and  that 
if  he  stops  his  campaign  completely  his  sales  are  likely  to 
dwindle  away.  Is  it  policy  for  individuals  to  advertise  col- 
lectively? The  answer  is  in  the  negative  unless,  of  course, 
our  purse,  like  the  widow's  cruse  of  oil,  never  runs  dry. 
Money  will  do  almost  anything  ;  and  if  we  individual  pharma- 
cists could  spend  collectively  ;^6, 000,000  a  year  in  telling 
the  public  that  their  health  was  in  danger  unless  they  bought 
their  medicines  from  a  shop  owned  by  a  registered  chemist  who 
had  only  one  shop,  the  chain  stores  might  be  badly  hit.  This 
is  the  r'edu-ctio  ad  absurduni  ;  but  to  my  mind  the  whole  idea 
of  spending  money  in  advertising  ourselves  collectively  is  also 
absurd.  We  stand  for  individualism;  let  each  man  advertise 
individually  and  in  his  own  way.  What  on  earth  is  the 
good  of  advertising  the  blessed  word  "  status  "  if  the  pharma- 
cist's window  looks  like  a  hairdresser's  shop?  The  letter  you 
publish  from  ' '  Vacancy  ' '  has  suggested  this  one  from  nic 
Does  "Vacancy"  realise  that  the  "clear  advertisement"  to 
which  he  refers  costs  a  lot  of  money?  If  I  were  to  propose 
in  open  Council  that  the  Society  should  spend  ^(100,000  a  year 
in  advertising  I  should  richly  deserve  to  be  at  the  bottom  of 
the  poll  at  the  next  election  ;  and  that  is  where  I  should  be, 
indubitably. — Yours  faithfuHv,

The  Late  Mr.  F.  G.  Mines 

Sir, — It  must  have  come  as  a  shock  to  many  pharmacists,  as 
it  did  to  me,  to  learn  of  the  passing  of  Frank  Hines  at  the 
early  age  of  fifty-six.  I  had  known  him  for  many  years,  and 
admired  his  sturdy  fighting  spirit.  He  had  definite  ideas  on 
things  pharmaceutical,  and  never  hesitated  to  express  them 
in  private  or  in  public.  Consequently  he  was  usually  at  logger- 
heads with  those  who  followed  the  primrose  paths  of  ortho- 
doxy, and  his  disappearance  from  official  pharmacy  was  a 
gesture  of  disgust  and  despair.  All  who  have  interested  them- 
selves in  pharmaceutical  politics  during  recent  years  will  recall 
the  sensation  caused  by  his  disclosures  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  of  the  project  for  the  palace  of  pharmacy  in  Bruns- 
wick Square.  If  he  had  consented  to  stand  for  re-election  to 
the  Council  at  that  time  he  would  have  been  returned  at  the 
top  of  the  poll.  Thus  a  living  force  was  lost  for  pharmacy.

Pharmaceutical  Society's  Branch  System 

Sir, — In  common  with  many,  if  not  all,  the  members  of  the 
Society  I  view  with  interest  and  hope  the  setting  up  of  the 
special  committee  of  inquiry.  The  scope  could,  I  think,  be 
usefully  widened  to  include  an  inquiry  into  the  finances  of  the 
Society,  and  also  into  the  workings  of  the  local  branches. 
It  cannot  be  gainsaid  that  one  of  the  weakest,  if  not  the 
weakest,  spots  in  pharmacy  to-day  is  the  local  branches.  Many- 
are  large,  and  cover  such  areas  that  it  is  almost  physically  im- 
possible for  many  members  to  attend  the  meetings,  and  if 


they  do  attend  the\'  hardly  know  a  soul  outside  their  own  par- 
ticular locality.  Also  even  the  most  active  branches  rarely 
meet  more  than  three  or  four  times  a  year.  The  meetings 
are  more  or  less  conducted  in  a  frigid  atmosphere,  and  con- 
sist usually  of  the  annual  general  meetings  when  the  officers 
give  their  reports  and  the  agenda  is  so  overloaded  that  no  time 
remains  for  open  discussion.  The  other  meetings  are  generally 
to  hear  some  invited  speaker  on  a  subject  more  (but  usually 
less)  of  interest  to  pharmacists  as  a  whole.  So  that  with  the 
present  system  of  local  branches  little  can  be  done  towards 
getting  members  to  take  an  interest  in  pharmaceutical  affairs, 
as  it  is  impossible  to  arouse  their  enthusiasm  on  the  fare  they 
receive.  The  way  to  remed}'  this  is  first  of  all  to  form  smaller 
branches,  so  that  each  town,  with  even  only  a  dozen  mem- 
bers, shall  have  its  own  branch;  after  all,  one  small,  strong 
branch  is  worth  a  dozen  large,  weak  ones.  Secondly  is  the 
need  for  more  frequent  meetings,  in  particular  provocative 
meetings,  which  can  at  an  early  stage  be  thrown  open  for  dis- 
cussion on  local  or  national  grouses.  Now  we  come  up  against 
the  snag.  On  the  grant  of  2S.  6d.  per  member  received  by 
branches  from  headquarters  it  is  virtually  impossible  for  the 
executive  of  local  branches  to  do  otherwise  than  they  have  in 
the  past.  Therefore  an  urgent  need  is  for  an  immediate  in- 
crease in  the  grant.  This  should  not  present  any  great  diffi- 
culty unless  headquarters  fear  that  strong  local  branches  will 
weaken  their  bureaucratic  control.  If  the  annual  report  of 
the  Society  be  examined  it  will  be  found  that  the  income  for 
1936  was  19,600,  of  which,  on  the  calculation  of  members 
shown,  rather  more  than  £^6,000  was  represented  by  members' 
subscriptions.  A  further  calculation  shows  the  amount  re- 
turned to  branches  for  local  use  to  be  less  than  ;^3,ooo,  under 
2^  per  cent,  of  the  total  income.  So  it  can  hardly  be  held 
that  the  branches  have  been  generously  or  even  fairly-  dealt 
with.  This  is  particularly  emphasised  when  it  is  shown  that 
the  net  loss  on  the  College  was  £5,970,  accounting  for  5s.  of 
each  member's  subscription.  Of  course,  some  portion  of  this 
amount  was  spent  on  research  ;  but  even  assuming  that  re- 
search accounted  for  50  per  cent,  of  this  amount,  and  that 
would  mean  the  average  cost  of  each  paper  published  (twenty- 
nine  in  all)  would  be  over  ;^ioo,  it  is  a  ridiculous  and  untenable 
position  that  23.000  people  should  pay  2s.  6d.  per  year  each 
to  the  cost  of  educating  about  100  students  .  .  .  when  only 
that  amount  is  available  to  watch  over  chemists'  local  interests. 
I  w-ould  suggest  that  the  Society's  grant  to  local  branches 
should  be  a  minimum  of  5s.  per  member,  this  amount  to  be 
increased  where  branches  by  their  activity  merit  it.  After 
all,  a  strong,  enthusiastic  branch  that  has  to  meet  in  a  local 
"  pub  "  is  of  much  more  use  to  pharmacy  than  even  the  most 
magnificent  empty  marble  hall. — Yours  faithfully,

Containers  for  Malt  and  Oil 

Sir, — This  question  of  the  supply  of  malt  and  oil  to  insured 
persons  in  cartons  or  jars,  and  whether  a  charge  can  be  made 
for  the  latter,  is  quite  an  important  one  for  retailers  and  for 
manufacturers.  The  intention  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  is 
that  the  preparation  should  be  supplied  in  "containers," 
either  what  are  known  as  ' '  mono  ' '  or  those  termed  ' '  com- 
posite "  with  a  lever  lid.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  N.H.I, 
patients  should  regard  this  packing  as  suggesting  a  cheaper 
quality  of  malt  and  oil,  which,  of  course,  is  absurd,  seeing 
that  the  preparation  must  conform  to  B.P.  specification.  I 
take  it  that  it  is  quite  feasible  for  the  retailer  to  charge  for 
a  glass  container  ;  but  his  trouble  begins  when  it  is  returned, 
for  the  manufacturer  does  not  want  the  jars  back,  even  if 
washed.  There  is  the  question  of  a  new  lid  to  be  found,  for 
the  original  one  is  nearly  always  rusty  and  the  necks  are  not 
necessarily  standardised.  Most  manufacturers  will  not  take 
back  used  malt  and  oil  jars,  or  if  they  do,  allow  a  nominal  sum 
only  of  a  few  coppers  a  dozen.  On  the  Continent  a  deduction  of 
20  per  cent,  or  so  is  made  from  the  credit  allowed  for  returned 
empties,  as  some  contribution  towards  washing,  etc.  Rising 
costs  and  overheads  may  yet  bring  about  some  such  arrange- 
ment in  this  country. — I  am,  etc..

— The  agents 
most  frequently  employed  as  depilatories  are  the  sulphides  of 
barium,  calcium,  strontium,  potassium  and  sodium  in  a  suit- 
able medium.  They  can  be  diluted  with  either  powders 
designed  to  overcome  their  own  irritating  effects,  presented  as 
creams,  or  made  into  solutions,  but  even  the  least  irritating 
preparation  may  in  some  cases  cause  dermatitis  owing  to  the 
idiosyncrasy  of  the  user.  It  is,  therefore,  advisable  to  recom- 
mend that  the  depilatory  be  tested  on  a  small  part  of  the  skin 
to  ascertain  that  there  is  no  reaction.  The  following  formulas 
wiU  probably  meet  the  requirements  of  your  inquirer:  —

— Probably 
what  is  meant  is  the  process  of  dipping  specimens  or  spraying 
so  as  to  cover  them  with  a  thin,  hard,  transparent  cellu- 
lose layer.  The  process  is  similar  to  that  used  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  friable  minerals  and  similar  substances. 


W.  E.  W.  (3/10). — Ownership  of  prescription. — A  pre- 
scription is  usually  regarded  as  the  patient's  property  unless 
there  are  specific  conditions  applying  which,  preclude  this 
assumption.  If  the  prescription  is  an  order  to  the  chemist  to 
dispense  certain  medicine  for  a  particular  patient  (as  under 
the  National  Health  Insurance  scheme),  the  order  is  retained 
and  later  becomes  the  property  of  the  Insurance  Committee. 
Under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Regulations,  the  prescription 
must  be  retained  by  the  chemist  and  kept  for  two  years.  In 
this  case  the  right  of  the  patient  to  own  the  prescription  is 
denied  by  law  ;  the  same  applies,  of  course,  in  the  case  of 
prescriptions  for  restricted  drugs  under  the  Poison  Rules. 

L.  H.  B. — PuLV.  PRO  MIST.  CRET^. — The  formula  of  the 
second  ingredient  in  the  recipe  on  your  label  is :  —

Species  "  is  an  old  name  for  the  ingredients  or  principal 
ingredients  of  any  preparation  when  they  are  mixed  and 
remain  as  a  powder. 

E.  L.  (9/10). — Antiseptic  oil  for  babies. — Oils  used  for 
rubbing  baljies  are  usually  a  blend,  and  the  basis  of  many 
American  preparations  is  obtained  by  the  hydrogenation  of 
spermaceti.  You  can  probably  satisfy  your  customer's  require- 
ments with  either  almond,  olive  or  peach  kernel  oil,  to  which 
has  been  added  an  antiseptic  such  as  a  small  proportion  of 
ti-tree  oil.  It  is  important  that  these  antiseptic  oils  should 
be  of  a  non-drying  type,  and  if  desired  a  little  lanolin  or  cocoa 
butter  could  be  incorporated. 

E.  W.  {30/10). — Renovating  oil  paintings. — A  good  deal 
can  be  done  by  washing  the  surface  with  soap  and  water  and 
rinsing  with  clean  water.  When  dry,  go  over  the  surface  with 
a  pledget  of  cotton-wool  moistened  with  linseed  oil.  Pictures 
of  value,  especially  those  in  which  the  varnish  has  become 
disintegrated,  should  not  be  tampered  with  by  an  amateur 
on  account  of  the  risks  involved.  Experience  is  gained  on 
unimportant  oil  paintings.  The  old  varnish  is  rubbed  off  by 
manipulating  the  surface  with  the  finger-tips  and  sponging 
lightly  with  turpentine.  The  varnish  for  subsequent  use  is 
made  of  mastic  and  turpentine,  but  should  have  matured  for 
some  months  to  avoid  "  bloom." 


Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago

Ipecacuanha  Cultivation  in  India 

Mr.  Thiselton  Dyer  [then  Director  of  the  Royal  Botanic 
Gardens,  Kew]  .  .  .  spoke  on  the  history  of  the  cultivation  of 
ipecacuanha  in  India.  This  was  commenced  in  1866  by  Dr. 
King,  who  took  out  from  Kew  a  plant  which  was  the  only 
survivor  of  a  case  received  from  Brazil.  This  plant  died  in 
December  1868,  but  up  to  that  time  had  yielded  nine  plants 
at  Calcutta  and  five  at  Darjeeling.  That  was  not  considered 
successful,  and  the  next  one  to  enter  the  field  was  Dr. 
Anderson,  who  got  fresh  plants  from  the  Edinburgh  Botanic 
Gardens,  from  Kew,  and  also  from  Belgium.  There  were  about 
fifty  altogether,  and  these  were  taken  out  in  1871. 
Ipecacuanha  is  a  plant  of  slow  growth,  very  tender,  and  a 
most  discouraging  one  to  work  with.  Nevertheless,  by  1873  a 
total  of  7,000  plants  had  been  reared  from  those  which  had 
been  taken  out.  About  this  time,  Mr.  McNab  of  Edinburgh 
found  that  if  the  rhizome  were  cut  into  little  bits,  these  little 
bits  when  planted  afforded  new  plants.  .  .  .  After  some  further 
references  to  the  origin  of  the  Kew  and  of  the  Edinburgh 
plants,  Mr.  Dyer  said  that  there  seemed  to  be  some  difference 
between  them  ;  it  was  perfectly  observable  during  cultivation, 
and  in  the  course  of  time  the  Edinburgh  plants  had  died  out, 
while  the  Kew  ones  thrived.
